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BAR ASSOCIATION ON 
JUDGES AND BUSINESS 


Outside Interests Called Incom- 
patible with Bench’s Dignity. 


Lawyers’ Action Follows Report of Com- 
mittee Named After Justice Van 
Brunt Became President of 
Windser Trust Company. 


Resolutions condemning the ethics of 
Judges accepting -official positions with 
banking: or business corporations were 
adopted. last-evening by .the Bar Associa- 
tion, after a spirited meeting. This action 
Was as a result of the extended discussion 
created in December and January last by 
the announcement by Presiding Justice Van 
Brunt of the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court in this department that he had 
accepted the offer made by the Directors of 
the newly formed Windsor Trust Company 
to become President of that corporation. 
This was without resigning from the bench, 
although his term for which he was elected 
will not expire until Dec. 31, 1911. By rea- 
son of the age limit, however, Justice Van 
Brunt will retire from the bench at the 
clése of the calendar year 1906. 

There was a large attendance at last 
night’s meeting, caused both by the fact 
that it was to be the last meeting until 
next October, and also by the announce- 
ment that the question of Judges holding 
other positions would come up for discus- 
sion and action. As is usual with Bar As- 
sociation meetings, it was strictly an ex- 
ecutive session, the only official informa- 
tion of the actual happenings of the meet- 
ing coming through Silas B. Brownell, the 
Secretary, after the meeting had adjourned. 
President William G. Choate was in the 
chaid throughout the proceedings. When 
the matter of the Judiciary Committee's 
report was reached the Chairman, William 
Temple Emmet, presented the following: 

“At a meeting of the asociation of the 
bar,’ héld on Jan. 13, 1903, the following 
resolution was referred to the Judiciary 


Committee: 

Resolved, That the subject of the acceptance 
or retention of commercial or business positions 
by Judges in the First Judicial District be re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee, and that such 
committee be requested to report thereon to this 
association. 

“The Judiciary Committee is not without 
doubt as to whether the association should 
pronounce any opinion upon the subject of 
the_resolution. Unless they be members, 
Judges are answerabie not to this associa- 
tion, but only to courts of impeachment or 
to the Legislature, for disregard of their 
legal duties; and the Judiciary Committee 
has not been advised of any provision of 
law bearing upon the subject of the resolu- 
tion. The particular question concerns the 
personal relations and activities of Judges, 


of “which the bearing upon their judicial 
coment isnot necessary, but only poten- 
tial. 

**In advance of some concrete act in dis- 
regard of judicial duty, such personal non- 
judicial transactions of Judges would seem 
to present a question as to the standard of 
personal conduct, as to which good men 
and good Judecs have differed and may dif- 
fer. and this association has no public au- 
thority as a censor. Whatever its present 
action, Judges may and will continue to 
determine their own course of conduct 
within the law and subject to the-gulding 
or corrective force of public opinion. 

“This public opinion, as well as the gen- 
eral. sense of the bar, is. in. the. observa- 
tion ‘of the committee, that Judges shall 
qualify themselves to sit in all cases coming 
before the court by abstaining from embar- 
rassing participation in affairs of business 
or commerce. 

“In principle, such abstention would 
seem to be as desirable throughout the 
country as in the First Judicial District of 
New York; although here, in an unusual 
degree, have developed vast business activi- 
ties, and as a consequence important litiga- 
tions upon which the public attention is 
fixed with a peculiar solicitude for the ab- 
solute disinterestedness of these courts. 
This vigilant attention of the public ts, of 
course, to be commended and encouraged, 
and it is most desirable that all concerned 
with the administration of justice shall 
avoid any course of conduct which, in a 
wholesome public opinion, is so doubtful 
ag to be ely in any degree to impair the 
confidence, which now generally and just- 
ly prevails, as to the integrity and im- 
partiality of our Judges.

When this report had been read a motion 
was made by Mr. Emmet that it be adopt- 
ed as the sense of the meeting. To this 
an amendment was offered striking out the 
word ‘‘adopted’’ and substituting in its 
place the word “ accepted.”’ 

This amendment was adopted, those in 
favor outvoting their opponents three to 
one, and the resolution as amended then 
was formally adopted. This placed the re-

Sprague Bard offered the following resolu- 


which, after long discussion, was 
opted by an overwhelming vote of those 
sent: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this associa- 
tion it isa incompatible with that degree of 

ity and independence of the judiciary which 
this association is striving to promote, that ju- 
@icial offices should be held concurrently with 
important positions, whether actual or honorary, 
in private corporations, whose affairs are likely 
to be the frequent subject of judicial decision by 
guch judicial officers or their colleagues. 

During the discusison of these resolutions, 
in which a score or more of the lawyers 

mt took part, the names of Justice 
an Brunt and many others occupying posi- 
tions on the Supreme Court bench, were 
mentioned. Neither Secretary Brownell nor 
any of the other members afterward would 
say what name had been brought up, ex- 
cept that of Justice Van Brunt. They ad- 
tted, however, that many other names 
were heard in this connection. When the 
Bard resolution was adopted the members 
cheered and applauded so that it could be 
heard plainly all over the building. 

After this matter had been disposed of 
the Committee on Admissions reported fa- 
vorably on the following candidates for ad- 
mission, all of which then were duly elect-

Austen G. Fox, Chairman of the commit- 
tee appointed to represent the association 
in its work to secure legislation for a new 
Court House, submitted the report of the 
committee. which in substance told of the 
work of the members to secure the enact- 
ment of the Dowling-Bostwick bill provid- 
ing for the appointment of a commission 
by the Mayor to take initial steps toward 
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After the report was read a motion was 
adopted continuing the association com- 
mittee in existence during the life of the 
Mayor's commission, so that it may aid 
that commission in any respect possible. 

There was received a request from the 
Committee on Municipal Courts and Mar- 
shals from the Citizens’ Union, in which 
application was made for the appointment 
of a Bar Association committee to assist 
in the work of organizing the City Mar- 
shals. On the motion of J. Brooks Leavitt, 
this was referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Memorials were also read and 
adopted in respect to the late Justices 
Andrews and Rumsey and the late Satnuel 
Williamson, 

The question of admitting women to mem- 
bership was briefly touched upon. This 
was in view of the fact that there still is 
ane before the Committee on- Admis- 
sions the nomination of Miss Rosalie Loew. 
An announcement was made by the Secre- 
tary of the Executive Committee that his 
committee had named a sub-committee to 
act with a sub-committee of the Committee 
on Admissions in order to reach a definite 
plan of agtion in respect to admitting wo- 
men. 

Under these circumstances the entire 
matter will go over until October for set- 
Uement. Meanwhile, Miss Loew's nomina- 
tion will remain before the Committee on 
Admissions and unacted upon. 


OLD TAPESTRIES TO BE SOLD. 


They Were Given to Gen. Sheridan by 
John W. Mackay, Who Pald 
$35,000 for Them.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The four large 
and valuable Fiemish tapestries presented 
some twenty years ago by the iste John W. 
Mackay to Gen. Philip H. Sheridan will be 
sold in this city on Thursday at public auc- 
tion. These tapestries were in the Patti 
palace at Florence when purchased by Mr. 
Mackay, the sum paid for them being $35,- 
“00. They were made by Janvier Leyniers, 
and are 270 years old. Each ,%ce meas- 
ures about 18 by 16, the four pleces repre- 
senting events in the life of Alexand-.r the 
Great. 

They are thus described: 

1. Alexander kills the incensed lion with one 
blow. 

2 Alexander draws up the line of battle and 
incites bis men to combat. 

3. Arms are presented to Alexander for his 
victories in divers places, and he is adored as @ 
god by his men. 

4. Alexander covered with the dust and dirt 
of battle batnes in the River Cyduns, and is 
being taken thence like one breathing his last. 

When the tapestries were received by 
Gen. Sheridan he was at a 'oss to know 
what to do with them, having no suitable 
place in which to hang them. He finally 
decided to loan them to the Government, 
and for the last twenty years they have 
been aniéng the attractions of the National 
Museum. They are said to be among the 
most valuable tapestries in the world. The 
sale has been ordered by Mrs. Sheridan and 
Gen. Michael V. Sheridan, widow and 
brother of the late Gen. Philip H. Sheri- 
dan and trustees of his estate.

BUYS COLONIAL ESTATE. 


New York Woman Gets Mount Airy, 
Which Has Been in Calvert 
Family 300 Years.

MARLBOROUGH, Md., May 12.—Mrs. 
Tillie R. Littell of New York has bought 
Mount Airy, the old Colonial estate of the 
Calvert family in Prince George County, 
Md., for $11,600. The sale, which was 
made by the trustees, must be ratified by 
the court. Secretary of State Hay had 
made an offer of $10,000 for the property, 
put recently withdrew it. 

Mrs. Littell in her inspection of the old 
estate yesterday was accompanied by J. 
Edward Addicks of Delaware. Mrs. Littell 
is private secretary to a number of rich 
men in New York, and she has an office 
on Fifth Avenue, She has also an art 
studio in that city. She stated that she 
intended making the old mansion her per- 
manent home. 

Mount Airy contains about 840 acres of 
land, the original tract consisting of 10,000 
acres, but all except the 840 acres was sold 
the latter part of the eighteenth century. 
This estate has been in the Calvert family 
for nearly 300 years. Miss Eleanora Cal- 
vert died last July, leaving a number of 
heirs. The household goods were sold last 
November and brought quite a large sum. 
The pictures, jewelry, silverware, and bric- 
a-brac were auctioned off in Washington.

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AROUSES THE GERMAN 


Prediction of Power Over the Pa- 
cific Causes Uneasiness. 


One Paper Says Mr. Rooseveit’s An- 
ticipations Will Not Be Realized, 
Another Accuses Him of 
Talking for Effect.

LONDON, May 13.—President Roose- 
velt’s speech at Watsonville, says the 
Berlin correspondent of The Times, has 
excited considerable comment in Ger- 
many, especially in Berlin. In a leading 
editorial the Neueste Nachrichten says 
that the Americon ambition to command 
the Pacific was never before formulated 
in this fashion. It enumerates the Euro- 
pean powers, including Germany, which 
have an established position in the Pa- 
cifle and concludes by saying that it 
does not think the anticipations of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt as to the power of the 
United States in the Pacific will be real- 
ized in the near future. 

Another paper, the Vossische Zeitung, 
thinks Mr. Roosevelt in his Watsonville 
speech, as on previous occasions, mainly 
desired to evoke the enthusiasm of 
Amevicans for a strong navy. : 

An siternative suggestion which meets 
with some favor both among the press 
and people is that Mr. Roosevelt desired 
to excite the imagination of his audience 
in order to win support for himsejf in 
the coming Presidential contest. 

There appears to be a general feeling 
of uneasiness over what is regarded in 
Berlin as an alarming development of 
the Monroe Doctrine. It does not seem 
to occur to any one, Says the corre- 
spondent of The Times, that the western 
seaboard of the United States makes it 


of necessity a great power in the Pa- 
cific. 


BALTIMORE DEMOCRATS WIN. 


Decision of Election Supervisors Favors 
Robert M. McLane — Republicans 
Will Carry Fight Inte Court.

BALTIMORE, May 12.—The Republicans 
contesting the election of Robert M. Mc- 
Lane, Democrat, as Mayor were surprised 
to-day by the Board of Supervisors of 
Election, controlled by the Democrats, 
which decided that the ballots in the four 
disputed precincts could not be counted. 
The Republicans will take the matter to 
the courts, contending that even under the 
Australian balolt law the Supervisors’ ae- 
cision opens the way to frauds. 

Bernard Carter, counsel for the Super- 
visors and for many years closely iden- 
tified with the Democratic organization, 
gave the opinion upon which the deolsion 
was based. He says the Election Judges 
were derelict in duty in refusing to sign 
the returns, and could punished. In 
one precinct the Republicans refused to 
sign, and in another neither Republicans 
nor Democrats would sign. The decision 
further says no returns not signed can be 
counted. James McClellan, RepubMcan 
member of the board, refused. to agree. 
The Democratic Supervisors then gave the 
result of the official tanvass of the vote 
as 564 plurality for McLane in a total vote 
of 95,000. 

Not only Congressman Frank Wachter, 
Republican candidate for Mayor, who will 
fight the matter out in the courts, and his 
counsel, but other prominent lawyers, both 
Republicans and independent Democrats, 
assert that a common-sense constfuction of 


the law would have made !t imperative for 
the Supervisors to have the bailots in the 
several precincts counted so as not to dis- 
franchise the voters therein. 

Ex-Gov. White, one of the ablest lawyers 
in the State and a leading Democrat, chief 
counsel for the Republicans’ candidate for 
Mayor, differs with Mr. Carter. He said 
to-night: , 

= e effect of this opinion puts it in the 
power of corrupt or reckless partisan 
Judges, by dividing as to the count, to do 
no counting at all and thus defeat the will 
of the majority of the electors.”

American universities. 

Prof. Minton Warren, formerly of Johns 
Hopkins, was sent to Rome as the director 
of the American School in the second year 
of its existence, 1806-97. Other American 
scholars who have served the school ate 
Profs. Hale and Abbot of Chicago Uni- 
versity, Smith of Harvard, T. Peck of 
Yale, and Egbert of Columbia.

SALT TRUST CONVICTED. [NEBRASKA JUDGE 


Federal Salt Company Pleads Guilty in 
San Francisco to Charge of Main- 
taining a Monopoly. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—Before Judge 
De Haven, in the United States District 
Court, the Federal Salt Company, of which 
D. E. Skinner is President, was convicted 
of maiztaining a monopoly contrary to the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

When the’ case was opened counse) for 
the corperaticn withdrew its original plea 
of not gullty and pleaded guilty to the first 
count of the indictment. Ju De Haven 
wiil pronounce sentence on Thursday. The 
maximum fine is $5,000. 

This cape marks the first conviction un- 
der the Sherman law, which went into 
effect in 1892. ‘The A thot ner. General's 
office won a civil suit last Fall before Jus- 
tice Morrow against the same company on 
the same evidence. The successful termina- 
tion of that suit abolished the contracts 
the Federal Salt Company had. 

The Federal Salt Company was organ- 
ized in New Jersey in 1 It established 
a business in California and quickly se- 
cured a monopoly of the product on the 
coast, raising the price from $2 and $6 a 
ton to $30 and $35. , 


THE SIMONDS DEATH MYSTERY. 


Chicago Private Watchman’s Story Adds 
Complications—Contradicts Watch- 
man Burns’s Testimony.

CHICAGO, May 12.—Additional complica- 
tions have deve,oped in the E, W. Simonds 
mystery with the statement of a private 
watchman that the morning the New York 
broker suffered his fatal injuries he was 
with Watchman Burns when a man stag- 
gered up to them and said he had been 
assaulted, The police have already proved 


there were two men similarly injured that 
morning, and now they are wondering 
whether there was a third. 

Watchman Burns reported to the police 
that the man who accosted him was 
smooth-shaven, and the newly found wit- 
ness says he is pais the stranger had 
a& mustache. Pinkerton watchman, 
Andrew Neary, is the informant who says 
that Watchman Burns was mistaken in his 
Statehent to the police. He says: 

“Burns sald ip his statement that he 
identified Sitmonds’s body as that of the 
erson who complained to htm of having 

nh assaulted. Burns was mistaken, as 
I_ am told Simonds was smooth-shaven. 
The man who accosted us had the appear- 
ance of a well-to-do business man. e was 
about thirty-five yeasts old, five feet elght 
inches tall, and had a heavy dark mus- 
tache. I was not asked to testify at the 
inquest over Simonds's body.”

the accident occurred, and the switches 
there are used@ to turn cars, when occa- 
sion arises, from the avenue to the cross- 
town lines. The south-bound car had 
stopped at the north side of the street to 
discharge several passengers, and was mov- 
ing slowly as the north-bound car came 
along. The north-bound took the switch, 
and, turning sharply west, struck the other 
at about its middle, throwing it from the 
track, turning it three-quarters of the way 
around, atripping off the running boards 
and tearing two seats from their places. 

The injured women, with several others, 
were thrown to the pavement by the shock 
and the others leaped after them. Wild 
confusion followed for several minutes, as 
the wounded persons were carried or as- 
sisted to the corner drug store. Two am- 
bulances were summoned and quickly re- 
sponded, Harlem Hospital being less than 
half a mile away. éveral persons who 
were treated in the drug store went away 
without giving their names to the police. 
All traffic was blocked for thirty-five min- 
utes until the wrecking wagon arrived and 
replaced the damaged car on the tracks. It 
had to be dragged to the car barns, a mile 
down the line.

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ENJOINS BUSINESS MEN 


Omaha Labor Unions Secure a 
Sweeping Counter-Order. 


Employers’ Association Forbidden to In- 
terfere with Unions, Boycott Union 
Labor, or to Import Non- 
Union Workmen. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 12.—Judge Dickin- 
son, in the District Court, to-night, on ap- 
plication of John O. Yeiser, an attorney 
representing the labor unions whose mem- 
bers are on strike, issued an injunction 
against the business men and proprietors 
even more sweeping than that issued by 
the Federal court against the unions last 
week. The order restrains the business 
men from refusing to sell goods to dealers 
who employ union labor, prevents them from 
boycotting union labor, requires the Busi- 
ness. Men‘s Association to cease holding 
meetings or conspiring against the unions 
or in any way interfering with the unions 
in the management of their gffairs.. 

The order of the court restrains the Busi- 
ness Men's Association and others named 
as defendants as follows: 

“First—From in any manner threaten- 
ing to fhjure the business or person of any 
employer of members of cross complain- 
ants’ union oMmmember of labor union, or 
any person who may employ or desire to 
employ such union men, or from refusing 
ta sell commodities and supplies of mer- 
chandise to employers of such union labor 
and from discriminating against such per- 
sons in the prices charged for any such 
commodities. 

“‘ Second—From threatening or intimidat- 
ing in any manner any person into joining 
the said Business Men's Association, or 
any organizations to join labor unions. 

“Third—From threatening or intimidat- 
ing any person, who may have become @ 
member of said’association or organization, 
if he employr organized labor or recognizes 
labor unions, into discontinuing such em- 
ployment, 

“*Fourth—From imposing any fines upon 


its members or any person for violating 
any agreement not to employ organized 
labor or not to recognize a labor union. 

“Fifth—From receiving or paying out 
any money whatever in pursuance of any 
agreement to break up labor unions, ex- 
cept attorneys in this action. 

“Sixth—From paying or offering any 
money to officers or members of unions 
directly or indirectly as a bribe to do or 
not to do any act in pursuance of any 
agreement of any of said defendants 
against such unions. 

*Seventh—From importing or engaging 
agents or servants to import any laborers 
into the Cily of Omaha or State of Ne- 
braska, in pufsuance of any existing plan 
to destroy dabor organizations or under any 
similar or new arrangement or plan. 

*Eighth—From bringing any other in- 
junction suits or actions, in pursuance of 
any general plan of prosecutions to break 
up labor unions, or of any new or similar 
pians connected directly or indirectly with 
any existing plans.” 


INSURANCE AGAINST STRIKES. 


Object of the Mutual Security Company 
Incorporated in Connecticut

HARTFORD, Conn., May 12.—A Diil 
passed by the Legislature was signed by 
Gov. Chamberlain to-day incorporating the 
Mutual Security Company. @he company 
is unique in its purposes. After the man- 
ner of mutual insurance companies, it pro- 
cses to Insure manufacturers against loss 
y strikes, damage by riots, and interrup- 
tion of business from any cause. Its pro- 
moters believe it will do much to prevent 
strikes, for, while on one hand it can en- 
able business concerns to hold out against 
unjust demands, on the other hand the in- 
surance will be vitiated if it is found that 
the company was responsible for the strike, 
just as incendiarism vitiates fire insurance. 
It is the device of certain Waterbury 
manufacturers who have improved the re- 
cent occasion to study the strike problem. 


GREAT NORTHERN TROUBLE. 


Outsiders Will Endeavor To-day to Get 
the Men and the Company Into 
Harmony. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 12.—The latest de- 
velopment in the negotiations between the 
Great Northern Railway Company and its 
trainmen was the announcement to-night 
that a joint committee from the St. Paul 
Jobbers’ Union and the Minneapolis Cham- 
ber of Commerce will meet the trainmen 
and the railroad officials to-morrow in an 
endeavor to harmoniz: matters and avert 
a strike. 

Meantime both sides are preparing for 
what scems to be the inevitable outcome of 
the deadlock in the negotiations. The men 
say they are*fully prepared for a struggle. 

The earliest development of the day was 
the receipt by the trainmen’s committee of 
General anager Ward's letter, following 
the receipt of their ultimatum reiterating 
their original demands on the double-head- 
er question.

UNION PACIFIC STRIKE. 


Conference Between Officials and Shop- 
men to be Held in Chicago.

OMAHA, Neb., May 12.—The long-drawn- 
out strike of the Union Pacific shopmen is 
nearing its end apparently, and within a 
short time the differences of the unions 
and the railroad company will have been 
patched up. Looking to that end, the first 
of the conferences for a settlement will be 
held in Chicago next Friday, at which Mr. 
Harriman, President Burt, and the railroad 
representatives will meet Grand President 
McNeill and Vice President Kane of the 
International Union of Boilermakers, E. F. 
Kennedy, President of the Union Pacific 
Council, and Secretary McCracken of the 
Southern Pacific Council. 

The union representatives are very anxious 
that the negotiations be carried on in 
Omaha, and will move that an adjournment 
be taken until the following Monday to 
meet in this city. The conference is fol- 
lowing out the promises made by Mr, Har- 
riman, Sunday, that if the Southern Pa- 
cific shopmen would postpone their sym- 
pathy strike he would recommend to Presi- 
dent Burt the abolition of piece work on 
the Union Pacific and settle the strike on 
that system, which has been in progress 
since last June.

MRS. ROOSEVELT " INTERFERES. 


Calls a Halt on Experiments with the 
White House Grounds. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The_ experi- 
ments being made with the White House 
and its adornment have provoked the op- 
position of Mrs. Roosevelt. Mrs. Roosevelt 
has given orders that hereafter no changes 
are to be made without her approval. 

The final incident which caused this de- 
cision on the part of Mrs. Roosevelt came 
to-day. Th2 representative of the nursery- 
men who had furnished the bay trees and 
boxwood bushes for the adornment of the 
terrace arrived with instructions from 
Architect McKim to remove all the bushes, 
seventy-two in number, and ship them 
back to Rutherford, N. J. The explana- 
tion given was that they were unsuitable. 

The nurserymen's agent wae accompa- 
nied by several helpers and a photographer. 
The latter proceeded to take some pictures 
of the terraces, showing the effect by the 
ball-topped and pyramidal-shaped trees. 
When this was accomplished the helpers 
were about to reméye the boxwood bushes, 
as ordered by Mr. McKim, when word came 
to the foreman that Mrs. Roosevelt wished 
the terrace adornments to remain exactly 
as they were. The agent and his men 
accordingly withdrew. 

Further changes will await Mrs. Roose- 
velt's pleasure. Whether the architect will 
convince her that the beauty of the ter- 
race can be enhanced by the substitution 
of some other kind of plant for that which 
now adorns them remains to be seen. Mrs. 
Roosevelt seems to have given a plain indi- 
cation, however, that sie expects to be 
consulted before further changes are made 
in or about her home. 

According to a reliable estimate, the cost 
of the bay trees and boxwood bushes sent 
here and placed on the east and west ter- 
races and the porte-cochere at the north 


front of the mansion was between $6,000 
and $7,000. 


NEW ROAD TO KANSAS CITY. 


Burlington and Alton Roads to Make a 
Joint Line from St. Louis. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 12.—The Burlington and 
Alton roads have decided to make a joint 
line between St. Louis and Kansas City 
by using the Burlington tracks from the 
St. Louis Union Station to Old Monroe, 51 
miles, by building from Old Monroe to 
Mexico on the Alton, 63 miles, and using 
the tracks of the Alton from Mexico to 
Kansas City, 166 miles, making a total 
distance of 280 milés. The distances by 
other lines are: Wabash, 277 miles; Mis- 
sour! Pacific, 283 miles, 

The new road between Old Monroe and 
Mexico is to be built and owned by the 
Burlington. The line to be constructed will 
have a maximum grade of 26 feet to the 
mile, and a maximum curvature of 1 de- 
gree. The Burlington and Alton have felt 
tor some time that an improvement in their 
St. Louis-Kansas City lines is necessary 
to permit the furnishing to the public of 
faster service than they are now®able to 
ive, It is expected that the new line will 


e completed and ready for business by 
June 1, 10904. 


MOLINEUX DIVORCE SUIT. 


Mrs. -Molineux Will Establish Legal 
Residence in South Dakota To-mor- 
row—Secrecy Maintained.

StOUX FALLS, 8. D., May 12.—An idea 
appears to prevail that the six months re- 
quired by Mrs. Roland B. Molineux to es- 
tablish a-degal residence in the State ex- 
pired to-day. According to records here she 
did not. reach Sioux Falls until Nov. 14 
last, and therefore her six months will not 
expire until Thursday of this week. 

If the efforts of those interested are 
crowned with success, the general public 
will not have an opportunity to know much 
if anything of the interesting features of 
the divorce suit which is about to be insti- 
tuted by her. There no longer is any 
doubt that extraordinary efforts are to be 
made to suppress every detail of her suit. 

United States Senator Kittridge, known 
for years as the “ Silent Man of South Da- 
kota,’ has taken personal charge of Mrs. 
Molineux’s interests, and will conduct her 
case. If he has his way the newspapers 
will not be able definitely to state even 
that the suit has been Instituted, much less 
furnish the.readers with the details of the 
case. 

Mrs. Molineux has been enjoined not to 
talk to any one about her case, and those 
who call upon her for information will be 
referred to Senator Kittridge, who abso- 
lutely refuses to discuss her case in any 
way. 


COUNTESS LONYAY’S SUIT. 


Brings Action Against King Leopold for 
Her Share of Her Mother's 
Estate. 


BRUSSELS, Mi..y 12.—The report that the 
Countess Lonyay has brought suit against 
her father, King Leopold, has been con- 
firmed. The Countess claims that her 
share of the estate of her mother, the late 
Queen Marie Henriette, should be $3,400,- 
O00 instead of the $120,000 offered by King 
Leopold. 

Countess Lonyay is the second daughter 
of King Leopold and the mte Queen Marie 
Henriette. She married Crown Prince Ru- 
doiph, the only son of the Emperor of Aus- 
tria, in 1881, and was left a widow by the 
Meverling tragedy in 1889, She was mar- 
ried a second time, in 1900, to Elemer, 
Count Lonyay. This marriage was against 
the wishes of King Leopold, who refused 
to permit it to be legalized. 

The King has been very bitter against 
his daughter since. At the time of the 
death of the Queen, King Leopold ordered 
the Countess to leave Spu, where she had 
gone to mourn at the bier of her mother. 
She left Spa amid demonstrations of sym- 
pathy from the people.

SENT DYNAMITE BOX 


Was Sent From Boarding- 
House on West 31st Street. 


Driver of Green Wagon Tells How, 
Ignorant of Its Nature, He Carted 
the Infernal Machine to the , 
Cunard Line Pier, 


hic mystery of the dynamite box that 
was sent to the Cunard pier last Thursday 
afternoon—not Friday, as has beén sup- 
posed—has all been cleared up with a sin- 
gle exception. The exception is the appre- 
hension of the man who owned the box and 
who had it sent to the plier. This man, who 
was a Frenchyan, according to his land- 
lady, is now being sought for by Inspector 
McClusky’s most skilled detectives and his 
arrest is a possibility at any moment, un- 
less he made his escape from America last 
Saturday. 

It turned out yesterday that Inspector 
McClusky had identified the wagon and 
driver and had secured the address of the 
sender of*the box on Monday, a fact that 
he kept from the newspapers, #hd which 
he said he had intended to keep from them 
until he had arrested the man who was 
responsible for the outrage. .That he was 
unable to do so was due to the talkative- 
ness of Peter Bathe of 532 West Thirtieth 
Street, the ‘iriver of the green wagon 
which transported the dynamite box to the 
pier, who yesterday’ afternoon got it into 
his head that it would be a wise move on 
his part to drive around to ‘the Cunard 
pier and tell Capt. Watson, the Cunard 
Superintendent, and Baggage Master Pryor 
that he was the man who had brought to 
them the dangerous package last week. 

After a lengthy confab with-the Cunard 
employes, in which everybody concerned 
identified everybody else, Bathe, acting on 
the advice of Capt. Watson and Mr. Pryor, 
went around to the Charles Street Police 
Station.and told Capt. Aloncle the story he 
had told on the pier. The police of that 
station imagining they had great news for 
Inspector McClusky, notified that officer 
promptly that they had the green wagon's 
driver in custody, and asked what to do 
with him. 

“Turn him loose,” 
know all about it."’ 

Much chagrined, the Charles Street po- 
lice did as ordered. Then it was learned 
that the Chief, with the exception of ar- 
resting the man wanted, had cleared up the 
mystery on Monday. 


CAPT. WATSON’S ACCOUNT. 


When Capt. Watson was seen at the 

Cunard pier he was in a most cheerful 
humor and taiked freely about the visit of 
Bathe. 
“About 4 o'clock,” said Capt. Watson, 
we were surprised to see the green wagon 
and bay borsé that had brought the box of 
dynamite to the pier drive up. In the 
wagon was the original driver. Pryor, the 
baggage master, and I immediately went 
out to meet the wagon, and then the man 
inside, much to our surprise, admitted 
promptly that he was the fellow who had 
brought the box to us last week, and added 
that he came for the purpose of telling us 
all he knew about it, and also to prove that 
he had no criminal knowledge of what the 
box contained. 

“He said that he had brought it in the 


said McClusky, “I 


regular course of his business as a truck-— 


man, and that had he kypwn it contained 
dynamite he would not have handled it 
for all the money in New York. He said 
he knew where he got it, and was willing 
to take the police to the house. He pointed 
out Pryor as the man to whom he had 
given the box, and Pryor in turn recognized 
him. Being sure that the fellow was hon- 
est, I advised him to tell the police what 
he had told us, and then he went around 
to Charles Street and did so. I think it 
was a mighty nice thing in the man to have 
acted as_ he did.” 

When Inspector McClusky was tald about 
Bathe’s trip to the Cunard pier he was 
greatly surprised as’ well as displeased. 
The man had taken the course he did, the 
Inspector said, simply because it was a 
“foxy move "’ on his part. 

“I did not intend to let this out,” said 
the Inspector, ‘‘ until I had my man se- 
cure. I am afraid that this will defeat the 
ends of justice and upset everything we 
have done. As for this cart driver, Beter 
Bathe, I will say that he is aot under ar- 
rest, and I will add that I knew yesterday 
that he was the man who had taken the 
box to the Cunard pier Thursday. We got 
hold of him yesterday and learned every- 
thing he knew. I did not want him to 
talk, for he is not concerned in any eriminal 
way whatever, and I am very scrry that he 
has seen fit to act as he has. 

“As for the infernal machine, it was 
carried to the pier in a wagon owned by 
Joseph Rooney of Thirtieth Street and 
Ninth Avenue, in whose employ Bathe is. 
Thursday afternoon the man whose arrest 
we have been trying to make went to 
Rooney's stand and arranged for the 
transportation 3f the box to the Cunard 
pier. Ve know the man’s dress and the 
number of the house where he was stop- 
ping at the time. We also know who 
keeps the house. I cannot give the man’s 
name nor the number of the house as yet. 

“With Bathe in the wagon were two 
Irishmen, neither of whom knew anything 
about the box. They were told to tell the 
steamship people that the box had no tag 
on it and that e owner would cal] and 
have it properly arked before the Umbria 
sailed. We know everything except the 
motive and the man, and expect soon to 
get both. At least that is what I hope.’ 

Inspector McClusky added that the ma- 
chine had been madé in New York. 


THE TRUCKMAN’S STORY. 


Bathe lives at 532 West Thirtieth Street, 
and when seen there yesterday told all he 
knew about the case. 

‘The house where I got that box,’’. he 
said,4** was at 366 West Thirty-first Street. 
It's a boarding house, and I have heard 
that a lot of theatrical girls stop there. 
The box was on the second floor in the 
room where 1 guess the fellow who owned 
it lived. I don’t know who the landlady fs. 
and when I took that box I didn't know 
what it had in it, for if I had you can bet 
all you got that there ain't enough coin 
in New York to have hired me to take it.

ALBANY, May 12.—The Court of Appeals 
fé-day denied the application of ex-Chief 
Croker of the New York Fire Department 
kor’ a mandamus compelling his reinstate- 
“gent by Fire Commissioner Sturgis, by 
whom he was indefinitely suspended. The 
appeal from the adverse decision of the 
lower courts is dismissed without cost.

Croker, said yesterday afternoon that the | 
decision of the Court of Appeals denying 

the application of Chief Croker did not 

in any way affect the fight of Chief Croker

This action was really un- 
necessary in view of the subsequent action 
that Mr. Croker brought for reinstatement 
when he was dismissed after a trial, This 
decision relates only to the appeal we 
brought first when Commissioner Sturgis 
indefinitely suspended the Chief without 
a@ trial or without anything else. The ap- 
peal of Chief Croker from his dismissal is 
pending before the Appellate Division, and 
will come up for argument soon.” 


LOAN COMPANY WINS. 


Lower Courts Reversed in People vs. 
Manhattan Real Estate and 
Loan Company. 


ALBANY, May 12.—The Coaurt of Appeals 
to-day decidéd against State Bank Depart- 
ment in the case of the People vs. the 
Manhattan Real Estate and Loan Com- 
pany. The main question was whether the 
determination of the Superintendent that 
a corporation of this character is insolvent 
or improperly conducted, is conclusive, and 
not only mukes it mandatory on the part 
of the Attorney General to commence an 
action td wind up the affairs of the corpo- 
ration in question, but likewise leaves no 
discretion in the courts as to whether a 
receiver should be appointed. 

The lower courts decided that the deter- 
mination of the Superintendent of Banks is 
binding.

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CUT RATE ON BEER BY PINT. 


Liquor Dealers’ Association Learns That 
Some Members Are Backsliders 
from 15-Cent Agreement. 


It was announced at the meeting of the 
Wine and Liquor Dealers’ Central Associa- 
tion, held in Terrace Garden yesterday aft- 
ernoon, that there is some backsliding on 
the part of saloon keepers from the recent 
agreement to charge 15 cents a, pint for 
beer and abolish free lunches. 


Reports from twenty district associations 
showed that they stood firm in their pledge; 
reports from twelve were to the effect that 
they were strictly enforcing the increase in 
the price of beer by the pint, but that they 
had not done away with the free lunches, 
and nine others confessed through their 


representatives that they had not kept to 
the agreement in either regard. 

One of the members jumped up with a 
motion to reconsider and do away with 
the new rule altogether. His argument 
was that the agreement was all right in 
the “* high-tonead ” localities, but that in 
the tenement districts ten-cent beer and 
free lunches were drawing features, and 
that independent saloon keepers—those not 
in the association—were keeping to the old 
prices and were likely to run the opposition 
out of business, 

The motion provoked animated discus- 
sion. Before it found a seconder a member 
proposed that a fine should be imposed 
upon those who did not stick to the agree- 


ment. 

President Fritz Lindinger, who presided 
over the meeting again yee eer: threw oil 
on the troubled waters by pleading for 
leniency for the recreant saloonkeepers in 
the tenement districts, He argued that they 
would come to obey the new rule gradually, 
and reminded the members that it had 
taken nearly two years after the passage of 
the Raines law to raise beer from 8 to 10 
cents.a pint. 

In the end the liquor dealers decided to 
stick to the recent agreement of 15 cents 
a pint and the abolishment of free lunches. 

All os that the new rate had affected 
their business, President Lindinger had 
more consolation for this grievance, too, 
by reminding the saloon keepers that the 
hot weather was close at hand, and that 
most persons would have their beer, no 
matter what the cost. 


FOREST FIRES RAGE 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


Desperate Efforts to Save the Villages— 
Fire-Fighters Work In Relays. 


CRESSON, Penn., May 12.—Word was re- 
ceived from Tyrone this afternoon saying 
that fierce forest fires are now raging in 
the mountains north of that place and that 
the Tyrone firemen have been called out to 
protect the suburbs, which are threatened. 
The fire is dangerously near the town. 
Forest fires along the Cresson and Coal- 
port Railroad burned over a tract near the 
little settlement of Spindle City last night, | 
destroying two houses and a large amount 
of timber. The fire is said to have partial- 
ly burned several small buildings along the 
main line of the Pennsylvania Railroad be- 
low Tyrone, but the extent cannot be 
learned at present, 


JOHNSTOWN, Penn., May 12.—Without 
stop for sixty hours, exhausted, and choked 
with smoke, the lumbermen and mountain- 
eers of Cambria, Somerset, and Westmore- 
land Counties are prayin for rain to 
quench the forest fires that have been rag- 
ing for a week. By almost superhuman ef- 
forts of the inhabitants and with the aid of 
fire companies summoned from Altoona and 
Johnstown the villages and mills at Dunlo, 
Vintondale, and Twin Rocks have been 
saved. On Laurel Hill, in Westmoreland 
County, several houses have been burned 
and loss of life was narrowly avoided. 
Guards surround the Conemaugh Powder 
Company's plant at Seward to prevent the 
flames reaching that establishment. 

The relays of mountaineers and lumber- 
men work about two hours each, when a 
new body of fire fighters takes the place 
of each retiring prigade. 

LATROBE, Penn., May 12.—The most de- 
structive forest fire in years is sweeping 
the ridge and threatening the destruction 
of Waterford and Laughlinstown. The 
Fire Commissioners have a large force of 
men fighting the fire. 


Fire May Cause a Dam to Break. 


ASHLAND, N. H., May 12.—As a result 
of a brisk fire here late yesterday, a dam 
Was greatly weakened and there are fears 
that it may give way. The fire was 
caused by an overheated bearing in the 
sawmill of H. H. Shepard. Two large 
mills and two dwellings were burned to 
the ground and vatuable property, includ- 
ing the Thompson House and C. B. Tyrell's 
store, was bady damaged. The total dam- 
age is not far from $18,000. 


South Mountain, Maryland, Ablaze. 

HAGERSTOWN, M4., May 12.—South 
Mountain, from Knoxville to Buena Vista, 
is being swept by the flercest forest fires 
known in years. The fire is raging on the 


crest and down the sides and on the west 
ten miles to Black Rock. Hundreds of 
acres of fine timber have been destroyed, 
and many inhabitants driven to the towns 
in the valley, all of which are obscured by 
smoke. Forces of men are fighting the fire, 
but not making much headway.

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“SAN FRANCISCO GREETS 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVEL 


200,000 People Line the Streets 
and Cheer Him. 


Banquetted in the Evening at the Palace 
Hotel — Dining Hall Elaborately 
Decorated with Fruits 
and Flowers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—-A_ hearty 
greeting was given to President Roosevelt 
by the City of San Francisco on his arrival 
here to-day. Through miles and miles of 
cheering, densely packed, enthused human- 
ity the President passed, bowing his ac- 
knowledgments, evidently wearied by main- 
taining an erect position in his carriage, 
but buoyed up by the magnificent ovation 
he was receiving. 

The Presidential train, drawn by a hand- 
somely decorated locomotive, arrived at 
Third and Townsend Streets promptly on 
time this afternoon. A large gathering of 
Federal, State, «and city officials; army 
and navy officers, foreign Consuls, and 
distinguished citizens was in waiting to 
welcome the Chief Magistrate. 

Mayor Schmitz stepped aboard the rear 
car and-.formally greeted Mr. Roosevelt, 
the President making a brief response. M. 
H. De Young, President of the Citizers'’ 
Reception Committee, then shook hands 
with the distinguished visitor and said: ° 

“Mr. President: In the name of the citi- 
zens of San Francisco I extend you a 
hearty weicome, In the days of old, when 
our land was owned by the Spaniards, who 


were noted for their hospitality, when they 
received a gue they generally saluted 
him with the r ark, ‘Our house and all 
that is in it is yours.’ 

‘We say to you to-day: ‘ Mr. President, 
our city and call that is in it is yours,’ and 
with it we give you our hearts, and you 
will have evidence as you pass through our 
decorated streets of the hearty sentiment 
for you that pvevails in the bosom of al 
of our citizens. We will try to make your 
stay with us pleasant, and we hope that 
when you leave us you will do so carrying 
with you the memory of one of the most 
delightful visits of your trip throughout 
the West. Mr. President, you are wel- 
come.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed his thanks in a 
few words and-was then introduced to,.Ad- 
miral Bickford of the British Pacific squad- 
ron, who conveyed the good wishes of King 
Edward and said that the arrival of the 
flagship of the squadron to assist in the 
greeting was another instance of the cor- 
dial relations existing between the two na- 
tions. President Roosevelt said he appre- 
ciated the evidence of friendship and begged 
et his good wishes be given to his \Maj- 
esty. 

Before entering his carriage Mr. Roosevelt 
stepped up to the locomotive and warm! 
rhook hands with Engineer McGrail oo 
Firemen Everly, who had piloted him from 
the South. In the parade the line was 
headed by a troop of colored cavalry, this 
being the first instance in the Wes: where 
negro soldiers have held the position,of 
honor in a public procession. Following 
the President came United States troops 
irom the local posts, sailors, and marines 
from warships in the harbor and at Mare 
Island, regiments of the State militia, and 
a_number of semi-military organizations. 
A notable feature was the fancy marching 
of the Cleveland Grays, who came from 
Ohio to participate in the California greet- 
ing. After reviewing the parade the Presi- 
dent was escorted to the Young Men's 
Christian Association Building. where a 
tnrong had assembled to participate in the 
burning of mortgages and notes represent- 
ing the total indebtedness of $115,280 upon 
the property. The President, me request, 
touched a lighted match to the documents, 
und as the flames licked up the papers he 
joined with the assemblage in singing, 
“Praise God, from Whom ill blessing: 
fiow.’’ The President made an address. 

To-night he was banqueted at the Palace 
iotel by the Citizens’ Committee. The din- 
ng room was decorated with iris and roses. 

he tables were arranged to seat thirty- 
six rsons each, except the President's, 
which ran the entire length of the room 
and to which the others were placed at 
right angles. Immediately back of Mr. 
Roosevelt's chair was draped a Presidential 
flag. To the right of Chairman M. H. 
De Young sat the President, Gov. Pardee, 
Secretary Loeb, British Admiral Bickford, 
Dr. Rixey, Admiral Kempff, and Dr. Butler. 
On the left were Secretary Moody, Mayor 
Schmitz, Senator Perkins, Assistant Secre- 
tary Barnes, Gen. MacArthur, and Dr. 
Wheeler. 

One of the features of the decorations was 
an immense garland, made entirely of Cal- 
ifornia fruits and —— on the south 
wall of the room. Stretching from one end 
of the hall to the other was a. string of 
electric lights spelling ‘‘ Land of Sunshine, 
Fruit, and Flowers, Welcomes President 
Roosevelt.” 

In his speech President Roosevelt said: 

“*T thank the citizens of-the Golden State 
for their greeting. I rejoice with you on the 
rosperity of California and that prosperity 
s but part of the prosperity of/the whole 
Union. Speaking broadly, prosperity musi, 
of necessity, come to all of us or to none 
of us. Of course, there are sporadic excep- 
tions, individual and local. 

“ But. taken as a whole, if good times 
come, they come more or less to all sec- 
tions, and to all Classes, and if hard times 
come, while they may bear unequally upon 
us, yet more or less they bear upon each 
State, upon each set of individuals. This 
Golden State has a future of even brighter 
promise than most of her older sisters; and 
yet the future is bright for all of us. Cali- 
fernia, still in her youth, can look forward 
te such growth as only a few of her sister 
States may share. Yet there are immense 
possibilities of growth for ail our States, 
from one end of the Union to the other. 

“In this growth, in keeping and increas- 
ing our prosperity. the most important 
factor must be the character of our citizen- 
ship. Nothing can take the place of the 
average quality of energy, thrift, business 
enterprise, and amity in ovr community as 
a whole. Unless the average individual in 
our Nation has, to a high degree, the 
qualities that command success we cannot 
expect to deserve it or to keep what it 
brings, and our future is, in my opinion, 
well assured from the very fact that there 
is very high quality in the character of the 
average American citizen. But, in addi- 
tion thereto, we must have wise legislation 
and upright and honest enforcement of the 


Ws, 

“We have attained our present posi- 
tion of economic wellbeing and of leader- 
thip in the international business world 
under a tariff policy. in which I think our 
people, as a whole, have acquiesced as es- 
sentially wise alike from the standpoint of 
the manufacturer, the merchant, the 
farmer, and the wage-worker, Doubtless 
as our needs shift it will be necessary to 
reapply in its detail this system sé as to 
rmeeet these shifting needs; but it would 
certainly seem from the standpoint of our 
business interests, most unwise to aban- 
Gon the general policy of the system, un- 
der which our success has been 80 signal. 

“In financial matters "we are to be con- 
gratulated upon having definitely deter- 
mined that our currency ‘System should 
rest upon a wold basis, for to follow any 
other course would have meant disaster 
so widespread that it would be difficult to 
overestimate it. 

“There is, however, unquestionable need 
of cnacting further financial iegislation, so 
ens to provide greater elasticity in eur cur- 
rency system. At present, there are certain 
seasons during which the rigidity of our 
currency system causes a stringency wiih 
4s very unfortunate in its effects. 

“The last Congress, in its wisdom, took 
up and disposed of matters of vital mo- 
ment, such as those dealing with the regu- 
lation and supervision of the great cor- 
porations, commonly known as trusts; with 
securing in effective fashion the abolition | 
of the rebates by transportation companies 
—that is, with securing fair play, as be- 
tween the big man and the little man, in 
getting thein products to market: and ini- 

tiating the National system of irrigation. 

. in my judgment, the Congress that is 
to assemble next Fall should take up and 
eee of the pressing questions relating 

e banking and currency. 

Ou I believe that such action will be taken, 
end I am sure that it ought to be taken. 
It is needed in the interest of the business 
world, and it is needed even more in the 
world of producers, of earth tillers, of men 
who make their living by the products of 
the farm and ranch. Such action would 
supplement in fitting style the excellent 
work that already has been done in recent 
years as regards our monetary system.”’

The best-trained, best-edu- 
cated men in the Pacific Slope, Rocky 
Mountain, and great plains States will take 
the lead in the preservation of the forests, 
in the preservation and securing the right 
use of the waters, and in seeing to it that 
our land policy is not twisted from its 
original oo but is perpetuated in the 
line of the purpose to turn the public do- 
main into farms, each to be ee preesey of 
the man who actually tills it and makes his 
home upon it.”

Sultan’s Uncle Esgapes and British 
Subjects Are Removed. 


Plantations Around Town Are Being 
Fired by the Besiegers—Communi- 
cation with the Town Cut Off.

LONDON, May 13.—The correspond- 
ent of The Times at Tangier says the 
siege of Tetuan began on Monday and 
was participated in by six tribes of the 
districts adjoining Tangier, the number 
of the besiegers being estimated at 
12,000. f 

Mulai Arafa, the Sultan’s uncle, left 
Tetuan in haste before the hostilities 
commenced, and arrived at Tangler by 
sea. 

The authorities of Tangier called out 
the various local garrisons with the idea 
of sending relief to Tetuan, but the 
troops refused to proceed. 

Rifles and ammunition were sent from 
Tangier to Tetuan a few days ago in 
anticipation of the danger which has 
arisen, but it was learned by the author- 
ities too late to correct the mistake that 
the ammunition was unfitted for the 
rifles. 


By The Associated Press. 
TANGIER, Morocco, May 12.—Advices 
ficm Tetuan say that the inhabitants of 
that town, which is now entirely surround- 
ed by hostile tribes who have set fire to 


the numeroys gardens and plantations, are 
in a state of great panic. Troops are being 
dispatched hence by sea to Tetuan. 

The British battleship Renown aas taken 
all British subjects away’ from ‘Tetuan. 
There are still 200 Spaniards at Tetuan, 
who have taken refuge in the Spanish Con- 
sulate, as well as several French subjects. 


Tetuan is a walled seaport town of Mo- 
rocco, eighteen miles south of Ceuta, thir- 
ty-five miles south of Gibraltar, and six 
the Mediterranean. It has a 
population of about 18,000, of whom about 
6,000 are Jews. a few Christians, and the 


remainder Mussulmans The town is built 
on an elevation. and commands a magnifi- 
cent view of the luxuriant’ scenery _all 
around and of the sea in the distance. The 
harbor is protected by a fort at the mouth 


of the river. 


Communication Cut Off. 

GIBRALTAR, May 12.—The British tug 
Midas, which arrived here to-day from 
Tetuan, reports that heavy firing occurred 
at the latter place during Monday night; 
that many houses were burned, and that 
communication with the town was com- 
pletely cut off.

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BACH CHRISTMAS 
ORATORIO RENDERED 


Bethlehem Singers Devote Two 
Sessions to the Work. 


Performance Shows an Improvement 
Over Their First Night's Effort — 
Peculiarities of the Composition. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BETHLEHEM, Penn., May 12.—The sec- 
ond day of the Bach festival has been 
in all respects more auspicious than the 
first. The day has offered ideal festival 
weather, mild and fragrant with fresh 
Spring odors, and with a certain vigor in 
the air that has been good for both listen- 
ers and musicians. In taking up the Christ- 
mas oratorio the singers entered upon 
familiar ground, for they sang the work 
two years ago, and knew it thoroughly. 
It is writ large upon their records, for 
they gave it the first complete performance 
it had in America, yet the public interest 
did not seem to be so great as at the open- 
ing session, and there were some empty 
seats in the pewseof the old Moravian 
Church, 

The seating arrangements there are cu- 
rious. The musical forces hold forth in the 
very spacious organ loft, and to accommo- 
date the congregution in this transfer of the 
natural centre of interest from the pulpit, 
the pews in the middle of the church have 
been turned around so that they shall face 
the music, and a little dais has been built 
up just in front of the pulpit that accom- 
modates a number of movable chairs. The 
pews at the side of the church, however, 
have not been reversed, and their occu- 
pants if they wish to have view as well as 
hearing of the proceedings must crane their 
necks and sit half way around as well as 
they can. Two years ago all the congre- 
gation were in this case. Perhaps if an- 
other festival is given there may then be 
ecnsideration for the necks of everybody 
in the side aisles as well as in the centre. 

The Christmas oratorio to-day was divid- 
ed in two half of it being sung in the aft- 
ernoon session, beginning at 4 o'clock, and 
the other half in the evening. This does 
not correspond to any notion that Bach 
had in regard to the work. Though the 
master himself published it as a complete 
whole and entitled it ‘‘Oratorio at the 
Time of Christ’s Nativity,’’ it has the gen- 
eral appearance of a series of six cantatas, 
written on the plan of many that Bach 
composed singly for the different Lutheran 
Sunday and church festivals. Each one is 
an independent composition, provided with 
{ts chora!, though-they are not so closely 
woven into the structure as usual in 
Bach's works in this style. 

As a matter of fact, these six parts were 
intended t» be sung in succession on the 
six Christmas and New Year festival days 
which the Church regarded as one festival 
season, centring about*the birth of Christ, 
consequently they are animated by one and 
the same spirit of rejoicing, sometimes 
almost gayety, interrupted, however, by 
the serious and anxious strain of the pas- 
sion chorale, *‘O Haupt voll Blut und 
Wunden,”’ as if it were the angel of death, 
as Ritter says, showing fhis pale counte- 
nance above the cradle of the Christ chiid, 
foreshadowing his suffering. Bach's love 
of realism comes now and again to the fore 
in the tender orchestral strains, accompa- 
nying the chorale and recitative that fol- 
low the narrative of his birth, the well- 
known pastoral symphony that’ introduces 
the second part, and the famous cradle 
song, and there are many traits that bring 
forward th. spirit of jubilation and pious 
joy, as well as of the animosity of the 
“ proud enemies,” typified by Herod in the 
sixth part, where is also the curious echo 
song for contralto, beautiful but quaint to 
our ears, embodying an effect that was 
popular with eighteenth century composers 
and that Bach himself liked and used on 
cther occasions. 

The great choruses are among the finest 
of Bach's creations in this field. Some are 
in his most contrapuntally involved style; 
others are of an uncommon, almost homo- 
phonic simplicity. All are uncommonly 
stirring. But there is no attempt at im- 
personation and little of the real dramatic 
method in the music. There is little indi- 
vidualization in the personages; the method 
is rather one of generalization. Even the 
beautiful cradle song, which seems like the 
utterance of the Virgin herself, is more ap- 
propriately to be considered as typical and 
as an embodiment of the devout Christian 
soul.

The tracing of specifically realistic pas- 
Sages may easily be carried too fer. The 
lovers of Bach come, in the Christmas ora- 
torio, upon a feature of his work that is 
calculated io cause perplexity. With all his 
creative fertility he frequently found him- 
self impelled to recast in later works whole 
choruses and arias that he had used before 
in other works entirely different in subject. 
It was not an uncommon proceeding at that 
time, and we shall come upon some more 
etriking instances of it in the grevt mass. 
Handel, as is well known, extended the ap- 
plication of it so far as to appropriate ex- 
tensively the work of others without in- 
cyrring special reproach. A great deal of 
the music of the Christmas oratorio is 
transferred from secular compositions of 
Bach's; thus the introductory choruses of 
the first, third, and fourth several 
of the airs und a duet, no fewer than 1,100 
in all, are drawn from a “rama per 
Musica,’ written for the Queen's birthday 
from a similar work, ‘ The of 
Hercules,’’ for the birthday of one of the 
Saxon Princes, and from a cantata of wel- 
come for the visit of the King to Leipsic. 
The music is. taken over bodily, tne 
ligious text being simply substituted 
the secular; in some the fit is not 
very close, and indeed there ure certain 
realistic passages in the earlier coumposi- 
tions that quite lose their significance in 
their new association. 

It is not strange, however, that in gen- 
eral the music borrowed from secular conn 
positions seems in place in the religious,

But there was the same spirit 
in the performance, which with the greater 
certainty, gave an indescribable impression 


of buoyant vigor to the majestic choruses; 
and it seemed incredible that such a body 
of tone could come from so small a body 
of singers. 

The orchestra has much to do of signifi- 
cance in the oratorio, and it seemed too 
bad that it was not capable of doing it 
better than it did. The beautiful obsolete 
old instrument, the oboe d’Amore, a pair 
of which Bach uses largely in the oratorio, 
in the pastoral symphony and in the ac- 
companiments lo several of the airs, were 
played well, but not quite to give the full 
beauty of effect. He calls for another ob- 
solete instrument, the oboe da Caccia, but 
this has never been revived even for special 
performances. 

The solo singers were the same as in 
yesterday's session, except that Nicholas 
Douty took the place of Mr. Young in the 
tenor part. Miss -Stewart was in better 
vocal condition. She had to contend with 
the annoyance of a complete breakdown on 
the part of the conceft master in his violin 
obbligato to her air ‘‘ Yes, yes, my heart,” 
but emerged . victoriously. .Mr. Wither- 
spoon was not in his best voice, and in the 
afternoon especially had some difficulty 
with his upper notes, and in the control 
of his execution of certain of the most 
difficult passages; the understanding and 
sympathy were there. Mr. Douty charged 
the narrative recitative of the evangelist 
with an altogether unnecessary burden of 
tremulous emotion even. in the most 
straightforward statements of fact; but he 
put to his credit some good and sincere 
work in_his arias, notably the florid 
‘‘ Haste, Ye Shepherds "’ in the second part. 
Miss Hall's singing was a delight in its 
purity of style and dignity, and Miss Lucy 
Brickenstein, who sang the echo in Miss 
Stewart's echo song back of the organ, ac- 
complished a task Sy no means easy with 
precision, 

Mr. Wolle has raised doubts among his 
admirers by some of his readings; certain 
ot his tempi in the Christmas Oratorio are 
difficult to accept, and his frequeht retards 
at the closing of a theme or a section be- 
come monotonous. Disturbing effect is also 
produced by the lack of the uniformity he 
ought to insist upon in the matter of the 
short or the long appoggiatura used so fre- 
quently by Bach in both his vocal and his 
instrumental parts. There can be little 
doubt that the long appoggiatura is what 
he intended; the short destroys the charac- 
teristic movement and the weight of the 
phrase. But whichever the conductor 
adopts, he should enforce upon everybody. 
The point is not unimportant in its relation 
to rectitude of style that means much in 
Bach music. 

As a contribution to the attractiveness of 
Bethlehem in festival times some of the 
public-spirited have opened a loan exhibi- 
tion of pictures in the chapel of the Mo- 
ravian Seminary. There are a couple of 
hundred oil and water colors by noted 
artists, most of them American, but with 
some foreign names and some of local re- 
pute. The collection has distinction and 
deepens the impression left by the festival 
itself of the taste and culture of the Le- 
high Valley communities.

GRAU COMPANY’S PROFITS. 


Average Return on the Investment Has 
Been 40 Per Cent. 


It was announced yesterday that the 
Maurice Grau Opera Company in the last 
five years has earned total annual divi- 
dends amounting to 200 per cent. for that 
period. This sum includes everything 
gained in New York, in Philadelphia, 
through concerts, and on the road. Some 
years there was little made, as, for in- 
stance, three years ago, when the company 
played to empty houses in Chicago because 
the prima donnas were ill. 

The average sum made each year was 
£60,000. This vear just ended it was $12.- 
000, the best year of all. ‘A member of the 
company said yesterday: 

“While $150,000 is the capital stock, that 
doesn't by any means represent our risk. 
One would say 40 per cent. a year is not a 
bad dividend, but the risk must be taken 
into consideration.’

The Comedy of the Shrew Re- 
duced to “Katharine and 
Petruchio.” 


Elsie Leslie and Jefferson Winter in the 
Title Parts—Edwin Varrey Is Sound 
and Effective as Baptista. 


A very much cut and rewritten version 
of ‘‘The Taming of the Shrew” was pre- 
sented yesterday afternoon at the Manhat- 
tan under the title of ‘‘ Katharine and 
Petruchio.” The title parts were taken by 
Elsie Leslie and by her husband, Jefferson 
Winter, who is a son of William Winter 
and godson of Joseph Jefferson. There was 
a large audience that had somewhat the 
air of a family party, and that seemed to 
take no little pleasure in the performance. 
Among the more notable of those present 
were Lily Langtry and David Belasco. 

Perhaps no undertaking could more se- 
verely test a young actress than to play 
Katharine before an audience that has 
fresh in mind Ada Rehan's marvelous per- 
formance in the part—one of the most 
vigorously creative and humorous imper- 
sonations the American stage has known 
in a decade or two, and perhaps the best 
performance of the part in the annals of 
the theatre. Miss Leslie has not the large- 
ness of physique or of temperament to en- 
able her in any way to stand the inevitable 
comparison. But what forces she has she 
uses carefully and to no little advantage. 
lf there were times when her performance 
had the thinness in substance and the in- 
termittent vigor of amateur acting, there 
were otheis in which she rose to consider- 
able heights. This much at least can be 
said, that her Katharine is more even and 
intelligent than that of the last lady who 
appeared in the part, which was on the oc- 
casion of Bonn’'s late revival of the play 
at the Irving Place Theatre. 

Mr. Jefferson Winter has a picturesque 
person and some vigor of voice. But in his 
the suggestion of the amateur was 
rarely, if ever, intermitted. He was almost 
without stage presence; he showed the au- 
dience his intentions, but seldom his 
effects. _His intonations, his stride, his 
gestures, and ‘his facial expressions were 
many scattered details, so much raw 

material of acting, that refused to com- 

bine into the fluidity and the variety and 
; the singleness of effect of living human 
character. More painful than this, his con- 
ception of the part seemed radically wrong. 
Petruchio’s deeds and words are reugh and 
violent enough, even for an Elizabethan 
gentieman; the task of the actor is, while 
not abating the virility ot the wife tamer, 
to iufuse into the part a stirring sense of 
|} fun, @ breezy good-nature, even a reverence 
ot womanhoou—all of which Shakespeare 
has been at pains to indicate in the text.

| transposed, and rewritten as to be in many 
places beyond recognition. To resent this 
treatment of the play as an affront to 
Shakespeare and to Shakespearean scholar- 
ship would be to display a lamentable lack 
of humor. To be sure, it quite spoiled the 
play, but there was apparently no thought 
| of the play when yesterday's performance 
; Was projected. The important fact is that 
it impaired the acting value of the two 
leading parts Shakespeare and his col- 
laborators knew, among other things, how 
to write good parts for the actors of their 
company. To mangle this play can only 
be to work harm to those that interpret it. 
Both of the leading parts lacked the com- 
pleteness and consistency of character de- 
velopment which Shakespeare has given 
them, and moreover they lacked much of 
the aptly constructed incident that Shakes- 
peare and his predecessors devised to throw 
the parts out into theatric relief. 
A single instance must suffice. In the 
original, Katharine’s final state of humility 
is put in evidence at the end of the play by 
means of a contest among the three new 
husbands as to which has the most dutiful 
wife When the Shrew is, to the surprise 
and amusement of all the rest, proved the 
most dutiful of the three, it is quite in

Shakespeare is not known 
to have written ‘* The Taming | of the 
Shrew “ in 1603. When he did write it has 
not been positively ascertained, but the date 
has been variously fixed between 1594 and 
1608. with the weight of recent testimony 
in favor of 1597 Again, the first form of 
the story was not “ probably due to Thomas 
Kyd." Fleay broached a reckless and 
groundless theory to this effect in 101, 
which later and more careful authorities, 
as, for example, Sidney Lee and F. S. Boas, 
in their lives of Kyd, have disposed of as 
unworthy of consideration. It is not known, 
moreover, that Thomas Lodge ever put 
hand to the play But enough! 

The Baptista of Edwin Varrey was so 
good a bit of aciing, so quiet, dignified, and 
convineing, that it did irreparable damage 
to the effect of the whole. To a company 
of amateurs a real actor a fatal ally! 
As the admirable Sly, Richard Webster 
was passable.

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HURLED TO ROOF OF CAR. 


| G. G. Haven, Jr., Tells of His Coaching 
Accident — His Companion Was 
Mrs. F. G. Ingersoll. 


G. Ingersoll, a sister-in-law of 
Mrs. G. G. Haven, Jr., was the young 
woman on the coach with Mr. Haven dur- 
ing the runaway over Ninety-second Street 
and into Central Park West early Monday 
evening. Mrs. Ingersoll was Mr. Haven's 
companion, save the two grooms, 
and it was only Mr. Haven's aversion to 
| having any publicity in the matter that 
prevented him from giving the facts until 
yesterday afternoon. 

‘“‘The coach,” he said, was an old one, 
and not a new purchase of mine, as has 
been said. AS matter of fact, it was 
purchased by my father some thirty years 
ago, and had been pretty much in use ever 
since. That was the cause of the trouble, 
We had turned into Ninety-first Street on

On the other hand, one of the highest of- 
ficials of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, when the reports of a reduction in 
steel billets were brought to his attention, 
said: 

“So far as I know there is no truth in 
these dispatches. I don’t see how any one 
can reduce the price of steel billets just 
now, when the demand for them is much 

reater than the supply. Our company can 
fiardly manufacture enough to supply its 
own needs. We were, in fact, forced to 
change our steel rail mill at Youngstown 
into a steel billet mill in order to help cover 
our shortage. I think you will find that 
all these dispatches are pure fabrication.” 

This summary of the situation was pre- 
sented yesterday by a Wall Street news 
agency, setting out the result of its in- 
quiries among trade interests in this city: 

Leading furnace interests express satisfaction 
over the conditions of the iron trade and confi- 
dence in the future, notwithstanding the shading 
of prices in some directions and the waiting atti- 
tude of part of the consuming public. It is esti- 
mated that consumption has developed a capacity 
fully 1,000,000 tons per annum over the produc- 
tive capacity. The foundries have sold practically 
their entire capacity until the end of the year, 
but so far only a few of them have covered their 
pig iron requirements. This is equivalent to the 
creation of a large short interest in pig iron, 
which must be covered at some time. In the opin- 
fon of Rogers, Brown & Co., when the buying 
movement begins it will necessarily be very 
heavy, and some few customers, who have pre- 
viously had experiences in such a situation, are 
already ‘* getting in ahead of the crowd."’ Orders 
now coming in are nearly all for prompt ship- 
ment. The last-mentioned feature has been es- 
pecially notable at St. Louis, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, and Buffalo. 

Furnacemen are satisfied that the foundries all 
over the country are practically bare of iron. 
They claim that not more than 75 per cent. of 
the requirements up to July 1 have been placed. 
One strong feature of the situation, it is pointed 
out, is that financially the furnace interests are 
in excellent condition as a result of the extraor- 
dinary prosperity of the last few years. It is 
argued that they can afford to wait for the be- 
lated large demand without making important 
concessions in prices, while the foundries must 
have the iran some time to fill sales of manu- 
factured goods already made. The present market 
is described as a waiting one similar to that 
which prevailed in November and December of 

year. 

In conclusion the foregoing article quotes 
furnacemen as saying that they would not 
be surprised if another uprush in prices, 
such as occurred in January last, took 
lace when the scramble for iron begins.

VIOLENT COTTON BREAK 


July Option Declines Thirty Points 
in Half an Hour. 


Heavy Selling by Brokers for the Sully 
Bull Clique—Big Disparity in New 
York and New Orleans Prices. 


"A violent break occurred yesterday after- 


noon in the cotton market. Almost within 
half an hour the price of the July option 
broke over 30 points from 10.77 to 10.45, 


with the rest of the market tumbling after 


it and closing at almost the lowest for th 
day. The break. was caused by very heavy 


selling of the brokers for the Sully bull 
clique, who offered the option down very 


freely. When the price had dropped to 
about 10.60 a lot of stop-loss orders were 
reached which precipitated a flood of selling 
orders and helped the general decline. 

At the same time that the break here 


was carrying cotton down the shorts in the 
New Orleans market were bidding up the 
July option in a wild endeavor to cover 
. their contracts, with the result that the 
anomalous condition occurred of July cot- 
ton selling in New Orleans for one cent 
and more than the price for the same option 
in this market. The only explanation of- 
fered for this condition is thatythe shorts 
in New Orleans have found th about: all 
the cotton available for delivery is con- 
trolled by W. H. Brown, the bull leader in 
that city, and that unless they cover now 
they may be forced to pay much higher 
prices later on, as Mr. Brown has the rep- 
utation of being an unrelenting driver of 
hard bargains. <A corner of the July option 
in May is said to be an almost unheard of 
condition. 

In this market the Sully clique is sup- 
posed to have liquidated most of its hold- 
ines at a profit estimated by conservative 
experts at from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 
This same clique is now supposed to be 
short of the July option, on the theory that 
spinners will buy no more cotton at the 
present high prices and will rather be in- 
clined to send their cotton on hand to the 
market here. It is said that because of 
the high price of cotton New England spin- 
ners would almost welcome a strike, which 
would give them an opportunity to shut 
down their mills. 

The opening of the market yesterday 
was slightly above Monday’s closing. May 
opened at 11.18, rose to 11.20, and then on 
the break declined to 11 cents flat, closing 
at 11.02. In the meantime, however, it 
fluctuated nervously and sharply, although 
not as much as July, in which was centred 
the greatest activity of the day. On the 
eall this option started around 10.60. It 
rose rapidly to 10.77, declined to 10.58, rose 
again some 10 points, and after various 
fluctuations broke sharply to 10.45, where 
it closed. At times the variations amount- 
ed to more than $1 a bale within an hour's 
time. The other options were also nerv- 
ous, but the activity in them was nothing 
compared with the dealings in July. The 
fluctuations are now so violent that cotton 
brokers are advising customers to keep out 
of the market entirely.

Committee in Charge of the Suggestion 
for a Track in New Macomb’s 
Dam Park. 


A meeting of the Metropolitan Assoctia- 
tion of the Amateur Athletic Union was 
held last night at the Astor House with 
the following members present: J. E. Sulli- 
van, Greater New York Irish Athletic As- 
sociation; F, W. Rubrien, St. George Ath- 
letic Club; H. Obertubessing, New West 
Side Athletic Club; P. A. Clerkin, Catholic

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SHAMROCK Il], WINS AGAIN 


New Challenger Gives Another Fine 
Exhibition of Sailing. 


Triais Will End Saturday, and the Two 
Yachts Will Be Made Ready for 
Ocean Voyage. 


GOUROCK, Scotland, May 12. — Sir 
Thomas Lipton and Designer Fife have de- 
cided that it is not necessary to devote fur- 
ther time to trials between the Shamrocks 
on this side of the Atlantic. Consequently, 
Saturday's race will be the last, and the 
two yachts will be sent to the Greenock 
vard on Monday in order to be fitted with 
their acean rigs. Bacing, however, has 
been arranged for every day this week. 

The boats started at 10:30 this morning 
over a course from Gourock to Rothesay 
end Batloch Bay and return, a distance of 
forty miles. A light, steady wind was 
blowing and fine weather canvas was set 
on both yachts. The Shamrock I. had the 
advantage in being two hundred yards 
dead to windward when the yachts started 
to beat down channel on the first leg of the 
course. The challenger, however, lying 
very high in the wind, pulled up steadily. 
After two miles short tacking the Sham- 
rocks came together, and the challenger had 
done so well that she was able to cross the 
bows of her opponent and take the lead. 
In the freshening wind the challenger con- 
stantly widened the gap, gaining practically 
a minute a mile. 

The yachts luffed round Toward Point 
and beat into Rothesay Bay, and the chal- 
lenger was about a mile and a half ahead 
on turning the Rothesay mark at the finish 
of a ten-mile beat. The times were:

RELIANCE TESTS NEW SPARS. 


Big Boom Seemed to Sag in Yesterday’s 


Spin—New Light Sails Tried. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BRISTOL, R. 1., May 12.—The Reliance 
had successful tests yesterday cf her spars 
and rigging in beating to windward and 
running with a spinnaker and ballooners 
set. Her refitted sails, new mainboom, 
and lengthened gaff were held to 
tests in the beat out from Bristol Harbor 
all the way down to Gould Island, after 
which the wind fell from nine miles an hour 
to five or six. 

With a flood tide setting against her Re- 
liance made the windward beat to the 
Dumplings, off Newport Harbor, before 
3:30 o'clock in the afternoon, when she 
wore ship and stood back up the bay in a 
smother of canvas, including a large club- 
topsail. The mainboom, a new one, sagged 
a trifle at the centre at first, but as the 
craft buckled to her work the spar held 
fair and almost straight out from the mast

The clubtopsail, a 
very big one, appeared to draw better than 
when Reliance previously had it in use. The 
head sails, including forestaysail, jib, and 
jibtopsail, showed the effects of refitting, 
though there was a hard place at the Jeech 
of the staysail at first, but it finally worked 
out, until finally all the sails set like 
voaras, 

At 3 o'clock the yacht was squared away 
for the jibe of the main poom and a run 
back up the bay to Bristol. The Reliance 
carried her boom to port, and soon after 
the jibe the crew with smartness ran out 
the spinnaker pole to starboard, guying it 
directly at right angles to the hull. The 
wind was dead aft for the run up the bay, 
but the force of the breeze had dropped 
greatly from what it was at the start. The 
forestaysail being doused, the balloon jib- 
topsail was set with sheets trimmed down 
to the port side. The ballooner and spin- 
naker were very light. and were handled 
with extreme care.

On the other hand, the wheel horses of 
the party, the narrow and greedy bene- 
ficiaries of the tariff and the men who 
handle the funds given to the party by 
the tariff favorites are working hard to 
compel Congress to keep its hands abso- 
jutely from the tariff. They admit that 
the tariff should be revised by its friends, 
but they make opposition to revision the 
test of friendship for the tariff. It is a 
vicious circle that they move in, but they 
are shut up to it with a queer combina- 
tion of fanaticism and appetite. 

Yet if they were really sensible they 
would see that they are laying up wrath 
against the day of wrath. Some legis- 
lation will be earnestly demanded in 
amendment of the anti-trust law, which 
has been given a force and direction 
never for a moment designed by the Con- 
gress that enacted it. If the Supreme 
Court sustains the interpretation of the 
Circuit Court, which was based on previ- 
ous decisions of the Supreme Court, the 
classes that are most friendly to the Re- 
publican Party will seek relief from what 
they regard as a most damaging and 
dangerous situation. The party will wish 
to grant that relief. But legislation in 
that direction unaccompanied by any 
reduction of the valuable privileges en- 
joyed by the richest of the trusts under 
the tariff will arouse a tremendous sen- 
timent of opposition among the people. 
Under conditions not at all impossible or 
even improbable, such action might im- 
peril the election next year. On the con- 
trary, a decent reduction of the tariff 
duties that are most favorable to the 
trusts would reconcile public opinion to 
mecessary changes in the terms of the 
Sherman law. 

We think it may be borne in on the 
mind of the President before he returns 
to the capital that it will not be safe for 
the party to bury its head in the sand 
@nd “leave the tariff alone.”

CONNECTICUT AND THE ELECTRIC 


RAILROADS. 


The first decisive battle between the 


locomotive and the electric car has been 
fought to a finish in Connecticut, and 
the electric car has won. The steam 
railroads, alarmed at the inroads of the 


electric railroads upon their territory 
and traffic, secured the co-operation of 


the trolley lines already established to 
repeal the general railroad law of the 
State and so close the door to any fur- 
ther extension of facilities for travel and 
transportation except such as might be 
especially authorized by act of the Leg- 
islature. The Senate is understood to 
favor such repeal, but the lower house, 
more directly representing the people of 
the State, and especially the farmers, 
would not consent, and the fight to con- 
tro] that body has been given up. The 
farmers want as many long-distance 
trolley lines as capitalists are willing to 
build. The experience of development 
and increase in the value of property 
along the lines of such roads, of high 
speeds, low fares, and general benefit to 
the community from active competition 
with the steam railroads, has been too 
satisfactory to warrant them in check- 
ing further extension along these lines 
or placing it under the control of the ex- 
isting lines. They are not alarmed at 
the prospect of having too many electric 
roads or of too cheap a service. They 
see very clearly that the repeal of the 
general railroad law of Connecticut 
would erect a barrier to divide New Eng- 
land in two, and cut it off effectually 
from electrical communication with New 
York, which must be the terminal point 
of all the important electric systems 
west of Fost-n. 

The competition of the trolley is the 
most formidable the steam railroads 
have ever known, and it is only just be- 
ginning. Under the general railroad 
laws of the different States the exten- 
sion of electric transportation has been 
one of the most significant facts in our 
recent National statistics. Very few 
miles of road of this character have been 
built and equipped for which a good rea- 
son did not exist. Considerations much 
more potent than any the Legislatures 
can discover will restrain any undue de- 
velopment of railroads, which are 
financed only when the need for them 
has been very «_:<rly shown.

REFORM BY SURGERY. 

London is just now very much inter- 
ested in two surgical cases, giving results 
in changing the nature of the subjects 
which promise to render valuable assist- 
ance in pointing the way to the reforma- 
tion of criminals. One of the patients 
was a boy of good family who had 
developed brutal instincts which seemed 
to be beyond control. He gave his time 
to the invention of malicious mischief, 
delighted in killing or wounding, was the 
terror of the neighborhood in which he 
tived, and promised to grow up a des- 
perado and criminal. <A clever surgeon 
took him in hand, examined his head 
with care, located what he considered 
the seat of the trouble, removed a por- 
tion of the skull, and thus relieved the 
deforming pressure. The change was 
immediate. The lad forgot his previous 
tastes and habits and was restored to 
his parents a normal and lovable boy, 
the complete antithesis of his former self. 
The other was a soldier who was injured 
in a skirmish, and after his discharge 
for disability became a thief and burglar. 
His previous character had been unex- 
ceptionable, his military record was the 
best, and the change was naturally at- 
tributed to the injury to his head, caused 
by a blow from the butt of a musket. 
When he was taken in hand by the sur- 
geons he had about come to the end of 
a career of crime, being paralyzed on one 
side and unable to get about except on 
crutches. A depression in the skull suf- 
ficient to bring an abnormal local pres- 
sure upon the brain was found and an 
operation was decided upon, which re- 
stored his physical powers as well as 
his mental and moral faculties. His dis- 
charge was secured and he has since 
lived an industrious and honest life, with 
no evidence of a disposition to go wrong. 

These facts lead to the conclusion that 
experimentation upon persons with crim- 
inal or vicious tendencies would be re- 
paid, even if no accidental injury could 
be pointed to as marking the beginning 
of an evil disposition. An attempt to 
correct by surgery an incorrigible lying 
habit in a boy now under observation 
will be made, and other experiments are 
likely to follow. The difficulty would 
seem to be in locating with sufficient 
accuracy to warrant an operation the 
spot in the brain which demands treat- 
ment. The case of the soldier was 
simple enough, but the average person 
will think that in the case of the all- 
round bad boy or man the most effective 
method would be found in removing the

CHINAMEN AND JEWS. 

Most people will be sensitive to the 
pathos of the movement in the Chinese 
quarter to raise money for the oppressed 
Jews of Russia, The bond of sympathy 
in the circumstances of the two races is 
obvious enough, They have had in too 
many instances like treatment. Massa- 
cres are fortunately far less frequent in 
the United States than in Russia, but 
they have occurred, and the Chinese have 
been the victims of them, to our great 
disgrace. Nor is the ground of the ani- 
mosity among the lower classes—lower 
in intelligence and humanity—of Ameri- 
cans toward the Chinese very different 
from the basis of the Russian peasants’ 
hatred of the Jews. In the one case as in 
the other race prejudice and difference 
of religion are pleaded as explanations; 
but in both cases it is largely jealousy 
of greater industry and thrift. That 
they will work harder, live on less, and 


lay up money where natives will not ac- 
counts for more of the spite and cruelty 


shown toward both races than is gener- 
ally admitted. 

But what is more remarkable than the 
similarity in the conditions of the two 


races is that the Chinese in our country 
should fee] and act upon the sympathy 


thus aroused. It is the outward and vis- 


ible sign of a distinct and important 
mental and spiritual change. It is utter- 
ly In contradiction to the tendencies of 
the race at home and to any that they 


usually show here, The most marked 
trait of the Chinese character in all 
classes except the most educated—and 
the exceptions there are not many—is a 
proud exclusiveness, a stubborn, narrow, 
intensely satisfied self-absorption. At 
home they wish to shut out all foreigners 
and their influence. Abroad they wish 
to keep to themselves, associate only 
with each other, cling to their habits 
and observances, and eschew all interest 
in and all concern with the thought or 
action of others save so far as their busi- 
ness may require. That a considerable 


number of them in this city should make 
an organized and impressive demonstra- 
tion of sympathy with another race, and 
that they should definitely present them- 
selves as members of a suffering race 
pitying and seeking to aid another, 
shows, as we have said, a very signifi- 
cant and interesting change in their 
views, even in their characters. 

And the significance is more than 
local in its importance. We have here a 
substantial indication of what inter- 
course with our civilization can do with 
the Chinese nature. We are justified in 
thinking that it will work in a like man- 
ner on a larger scale. It points the way 
to the true policy of all nations in deal- 
ing with the Chinese—the way fortu- 
nately that In later years our own Gov- 
ernment has pretty consistently and ef- 
fectively followed. Peace and trade are 
the objectives to which it leads, and in 
this direction there is no Mmit to the 
progress that may be made, 


“SPITE” SKYSCRAPERS. 

The “spite"’ phase of the competition 
in skyscrapers is illustrated by the story 
told in our news columns yesterday and 
continued to-day. A skyscraper was 
erected ,which had, at the time of its 
erection, excellent lighting on one side, 
but the property on that side was owned 
by another owner who did not see why 
he should keep the revenue of his land 
down in order to keep that of his tower- 
ing neighbor up. ‘So he proceeded, in 
his turn, to erect a skyscraper which 
should equal its predecessor in altitude 
and should actually adjoin and conse- 
quently completely darken one side of 
the older building. Each of the rival 
Babel builders relied more or less upon @ 
plot of ground intercalated between their 
possessions, which they judged fairly 
ample for a light well, but distinctly 
inadequate for the site of a skyscraper, 
measuring, as it does, something less 
than half the area of a full city lot. 
Therefore, said the two combatants, we 
can build around the property of this 
man, which is of no use to him, but of 
great use to us, and without paying him 
one dollar we will make his land conduce 
to our rev~nue, but not to his. 

Of course, such an assumption as this 
would ‘‘make a cotton rabbit fight,” 
provided the cotton rabbit were a New 
York business man. And the owner of 
this little plot is not only a New York 
business man, but one far known for 
sagacity, 


Whose fame beyond his own abode 
Extends for miles along the Harlem Road. 


His answer to the assumption that his 

neighbors are going to make a fortune 
out of his property, while he is making 
3 per cent. on its assessed valuation, is 
to announce that plans are preparing 
for the erection of a seventeen-story 
building on his little kitchen garden of a 
site. Perhaps the announcement is not 
wholly serious. Perhaps it might rather 
be interpreted as an invitation. “Come 
and see me and show me cause why I 
should not build this seven-by-nine sky- 
scraper.” Since the owner in question 
is entirely capable of building a sky- 
scraper and maintaining it as an unre- 
munerative piece of monumental archi- 
tecture there need be no doubt that the 
invitation will be accepted, just as, a few 
years ago, the invitation to a corporation 
was accepted to come and seé a not 
merely abutting but inclosing owner and 
show him cause why he should not build 
all around their building and destroy 
their investment. This is not spite, or 
not spite except in the case of unusual 
obduracy, it is only business. 

Of course, contests of this kind in 
“euteness” are very amusing if not 
very dignified. But they ought to be 
instructive as well as amusing. They 


ught to show us how our civic civiliza- 


tion has failed in not providing a solu- 
tion for the new problem propounded by 
the erection of the skyscrapers. As things 
stand, one man’s gain is another’s loss, 
and the man who erects a skyscraper 
does so partly at the expense of his 
neighbor whose light and air he inter- 
cepts, and who cannot subsequently erect 
a skyscraper on his own land without 
injuring his neighbor who has been be- 
forehand with him, and without himself 
building at a disadvantage. It is not 
only private owners who are thus un- 
fairly dealt with, It is the community. 
Look at the gaunt, disfiguring sky- 
scrapers that are coming to border Central 
Park and that would never have been 
built but for the unobstructed expanse 
upon which they front and for the use 
of which they pay nothing. Nay, take 
the case of religious and charitable cor- 
porations. Suppose Trinity Church were 
to announce that it had determined to 
erect twenty-story skyscrapers on the 
grounds now occupied by Trinity and St. 
Paul's unless the owners of the buildings 
that rely upon the churchyards for air 


and light ghould show the parish cause 
why it should not proceed with such 
erections. What a very handsome an- 
nual sum might thus be collected and 
“* given to the poor”! 

The most fortunate owner of a sky- 


scraper is he whose site is free and 


detached all around. But of such sites 


theré are very few in New York. It be- 
hooves owners of skyscrapers less fort- 
upnately circumstanced to put themselves 
as nearly as possible in this advantage- 


ous position by acquiring control of the 
adjoining land on which the inhabitants 
of the skyscraper must rely for light and 
air. This the more provident of them 
are doing. We thus have the spectacle 
of “‘rookeries’’ of modest height main- 
tained by the owners of the towering 
buildings that adjoin them, and some of 
the most valuable building sites in New 
York occupled by new structures of one 
and two stories erected alongside of 
structures of eighteen or twenty, and 
kept down expressly that their towering 
neighbors may be “ kept up.” But when 
all is done by private enterprise that 
private enterprise can be expected to do, 
there will remain the necessity of some 
municipal regulation of this question in 
the public interest, which is also the in- 
terest of the great majority of private 
owners of real estate. That is one of the 
reasons for anxiously desiring the ap- 
pointment of a competent commission to 
revise the plan of the city in view of its 


urgent new requirements. ‘

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—At a meeting of thé Chicago Public 
School Principals’ Association last week 
one of the members created a vast amount 
of emotion that would have been horror 
if it ad not been wisely turned into 
amusement by delivering a long and im- 
passioned denunciation of SHAKESPEARE as 
an author whose works were poor things 
in themselves and particularly unsuitable 
for the study or even the reading of chil- 
dren, This remarkable person, WILLIAM E, 
Watt by name, declared that SHAKE- 
SPEARB was especially bad for chil- 
dren of foreign birth, since they 
gained from his plays, when used 
as text books, entirely false ideas as 
to English words and their employment. 
‘“ SHAKESPEARE,” continued Mr. WatTT, ac- 
cording to the reports of his speech, “is 
vastly overrated. He was a cheap punster 
and his wit was of a very slim order. His 
jokes are often of a shady order and his 
language is sadly behind the times. The bad 
grammar, bad spelling, and bad morals 
which appear in his writings should not 
be set up as a standard for our young stu- 
dents to follow.’’ As for expurgated edi- 
tions, Mr. WatrT said that they only set 
the children to hunting for naughty pas- 
sages, and by their numbered lines assisted 
in their discovery. ‘‘ His plays are full of 
what we now recognize as errors of speech. 
The teacher tells the pupils about this 
great master of the English language. She 
fille them with enthusiasm until they come 
to the belief that everything SHAKESPEARE 
wrote is to be accepted as the highest 
standard of style. I wish to emphatically 
protest against going back 300 years for 
language to be used as a standard for the 
twentieth century. My objection applies 
also to the Roger De Coverley papers, ‘ The 
Vicar of Wakefield’ and many other clas- 
sics, the language of which is obsolete.’’ All 
this and much more of the same sort the 
other Principals heard with only a few 
vain efforts to stop the flow of Mr. Watt's 
eloquence, and when he closed—with the 
proud consciousness, doubtless, that even 
the boldest of Mr. HaRPER's young men 
had been outdone—they hurriedly passed to 
other subjects, without a word of rejoinder 
or commentary. Which clearly shows that 
by no means all the public school Princi- 
pals of Chicago are—well, are like Mr. 
War?tt. 


-——In discussing losses of life at sea 
there is rarely any thought for others than 
passengers on steamboats, and it is only 
for their benefit that the law provides for 
the carrying of safety appliances. Yet 
there are thousands and thousands of other 
people making long and short voyages in 
sailing vessels on all the seas, and for 
these there is practically no legal protec- 
tion and little of any other kind, as every 
year's long list of drowned sailors reveals. 
Secretary Frazier of the International 
Seamen's Union has issued a public letter, 
calling attention to this oversight of the 
law, and asking the very natural question 
whv sailing vessels should not be com- 
pelled at least to carry a few life-buoys 
conveniently placed for throwing to the 
men who go overboard so often from deck 
or spars. Such a buoy, properly used, 
would often enable a sailor to keep him- 
self afloat until a boat could reach him. 
Even when the life-buoy is at hand, de- 
eclares Mr. FRAzipr, there is often an in- 
disposition to use it for others than pas- 
sengers, and he tells a story of a deck- 
hand who fell from a steamer out of Bos- 
ton: *‘ Some one threw him a iife-buoy and 
lowered a boat at the same time. The man 
reached the boat and the life-buoy was 
lost. The master of the vessel wanted to 
deduct from the man's wages the value of 
the life-buoy. But when the man threat- 
ened to libel the vessel they decided to pay 
him his full wages.’"’ Mr. FRAzIER contends 
that every cargo vessel should have at 
least two life-buoys hung on each mast, 
and this does not seem to be an unreason- 
able demand, even if it does come from an 
officer of a union for which shipowners 
have no love and much of a contrary feel- 


ing.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Dr. Thomas 
Herran, Colcmbian Chargé d’Affaires here, 
said to-day that he had not been advised 
by his Government that President Marro- 


quin has resigned, as reported in dispatches 
from Panama. There is some dispute as 
to the title of Gen. Reyes to the position of 
*‘ designado,"’ (the one designated by Con- 
gress to succeed to the Presidency in the 
event of death or incapacity of the Presi- 
dent.) Following the “ designado,’”” mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, in such order as Con- 
gress may dictate, succeed, then Governors 
of the States. 

According to the latest designation by 
Congress the Minister for the Government 
would follow Gen, Reyes. There is a gen- 
eral law in Colombia which provides that 
no officer of the Government shall relin- 
quish his office urtil a successor is elected 
and qualified, and it is assumed here that 
Gen. Reyes, the last person designated by 
Congress, holds to the title of ‘*‘ designado ”’ 
under that law, although the last Congress 
failed to redesignate him. 

The attitude which Gen. Reyes will as- 
sume toward the pending canal treaty is 
a matter of anxious speculation by the 
officials here. He has been recorded on 
both sides of the question, for and against 
ratification, and no one knows how he now 
stands. It is held here that the call issued 
by President Marroquin for the special 
sessicn of Congress June 20 will hold good 
regardless of any change in the Adminis- 
tration, just eas it would in the United 
States, so that the attitude of the Congress 
and the Colombian Administration will 
propenty verv soon be disclosed. That 
act gives comfort to the officials here. 
Most of all they dread delay. 

If it shall appear shortly that the Colom- 
bian Government is unwilling to consum- 
mate the treaty, or is disposed to defer 
final action beyond the *‘ reasonable time ”’ 
mentioned in the Spooner act, the State De- 
partment will at once endeavor to reopen 
negotiations with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica with a view of securing control of the 
alternate route for a canal through those 
countries. In fact, Secretary Hay has al- 
ready within the week talked with Sefior 
Corae, the Nicaraguan Minister, and Sefior 
Calvo, the Minister from Costa Rica. 

It is said by parties to the negotiations 
that if they are resumed it will be upon the 
distinet cateretaneay that the United 
States Government definitely abandons the 
Panama route. So much ill feeling was 
excited In Nicaragua and Costa Rica by the 
dropping of the Nicaraguan ruote after 
the protocols had been drawn looking to 
its acquisition that the resident Ministers 
of the two countries here are very loth 
to take up the subject again without an 
express agreement thit they are not to be 
used to club the Colombian Government 
into terms. 

The officials here, however, feel very con- 
fident that it will not be necessary to re- 
sort again to the Nicaraguan route, for 
they believe that the present difficulties 
in the Panama negotiations are solely at- 
tributable to efforts on the part of the Co- 
lombians to make the most of the oppor- 
tunity to induce the Panama Canal Com- 
any to divide with it some part of the 
40,000,000 to be received by the company 
from the United States. 


NO OFFER TO COLOMBIA. 


Report That $12,000,000 Is to be Paid 
Her by the New Panama Com- 
pany Denied. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—William Nelson 
Cromwell, general counsel of the New Pan- 
ama Canal Company, to-day made public 
a statement regarding current reports af- 
fecting the company, including that ema- 
nating from Panama that the company had 
offered the Colombian Government $12,- 
000,000 of the $40,000,000 the company is to 
receive from the United States. The state- 
ment is as follows: 

“The New Panama Canal Company has 
not made a proposal to pay $12,000,000 nor 
any sum whatever to the Colombian Gov- 
ernment nor to any parties soever for or in 
connection with the ratification of the 
pending treaty. Statements to the contrary 
are absolutely without the slightest foun- 
dation. ; 

‘There is no occasion for the considera- 
tion of the subject from that standpoint. 
Colombia has already given its full consent 
to the purchase by the United States. This 
is a matter of public record. The Colom- 
bian Congress has just been called in ex- 
traordinary session for June 20 to deal es- 

ecially with the treaty made by its Min- 
sters with the United States, and we have 
every reason to expect that the Congress 
will not only confirm the proposal and ac- 
tion of its President and Cabinet, but also 
of its Ministers, Silva, Concha, and Herran, 
successively and specifically empowered to 
negotiate and conclude the pending treaty, 
which is of such vast concern to the Co- 
lombian Nation. In this matter the New 
Panama Canal Company is not a party. It 
is a matter between the two Governments, 
which have already reached an explicit 
treaty agreement. 

‘Up to this hour I have no confirmation 
of the report that President Marroquin has 
resigned, but if it were true, the obligations 
of Colombia to the United States under the 
pending treaty negotiations would not be 
affected.” 


WARSHIPS AT SANTO DOMINGO. 


Nashville Relieves Atlanta — Situation 
in the Republic Unsatisfactory. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Orders were is- 
sued to-day for the Nashville to proceed 
south to relieve the Atlanta, which for 
some time has been watching American in- 
terests in Santo Domingo. 

Reports received here from that quarter 
are unsatisfactory, and the State and Navy { 


Departments are anxious for a clear under- 
standing of the situation. Recent advices 
stated that the interest on the Dominican 
Government bonds held by Belgians was 
five months overdue, and that the agree- 
ment of the bondholders Avith the Domin- 
ican authorities was that in case of fail- 
ure to pay the Belgians would be allowed 
to take charge of the Custom Houses,

AMERICAN TAPESTRIES. 


Suite of Ten Great Panels for Rhode 
Island Made by the William's 
Bridge Tapestry Works. 


The new State House for Rhode Island, at 
Providence, designed by Messrs. McKim, 
Mead & White, has a big assembly room 
finished in white stone; two sides of which 
present walls of smooth stone twenty feet 
high, crowned by a heavy molding; here 
the wall is recessed a little for about twen- 
ty feet more and six fluted columns rise to 
the celling on each wall. These six col- 
umns leave five spaces between tnem, the 
first and fifth being narrower than the 
cthers. Both wails afford ten such blank 
wall spaces about six feet wide and sixteen 
high. The question was, how to decorate 
them. 

Instead of painting the wall in fresco or 
stretching each space with painted canvas, 


at the suggestion of the senior member of 
the firm of architects, it was determined 
to use tapestry, and the Gobelin looms of 
Baumgarten & Co., in the Bronx, were 
asked for designs. 

It may not be generally known that New 
York has the vecond largest factory in the 
world where tapestries are made in the old 
fashion by hand, Aubusson having the 
largest and Paris the third. At the Will- 
iam’s Bridge Tapestry Works, from 80 to 
100 men and women are employed, accord- 
ing to the demand for the work of the 
looms, the ‘instructors and foremen being 
people who have become skilled in the 
famous factories in France. This tapestry 
works could therefore take the order, and 
has now finished it within a year without 
interrupting other orders of prior date. 

Ten panels, of which six are 6 feet wide 
and 16 feet high, while four are a little 
narrower, are hanging in the Baumgarten 
Galleries, Fifth Avenue, near Thirtieth 
Street, where some attempt has been mada 
to place them as they will hang in Provi- 
dence. But since their lower borders will 
be twenty feet high on the wall, it is diffi- 
cult to realize how they look when separat- 
ed by columns at such a height. The con- 
trast between the firm, white fluted shafts 
and the low but still warm colors of the 
tapestries is lacking, and also the contrast 
between the surface of stone and textile. 
Yet it is evident enough that the effect 
will be better because more architectural 
than would be oil painting, unless, indeed, 
the artist were so skillful as to supply 
with his brush the advantageous points of 
tapestry. 

The ten panels are designed somewhat in 
the spirit of the French tapestries made 
under Louis XIV. with comparatively few 
colors, the skies and tree trunks conven- 
tional rather than realistic in hue, the 
classic influence showing here and there in 
ruins of temples or complete buildings, and 
the foliage equally unreal. It is, in fact, a 
series of landscapes of a pale cast, dis- 
tances alternating with groves of trees, 
which is seen through two rows of classic 
columns. In order to bind them together 
a series of wine-red curtains are so de- 
signed in the panels as to run across their 
tops, thus seemingly knitting the separate 
parts in one picture. Garlands are also 
used to the same end. Perhaps it is be- 
cause these strong-colored draperies and 
flowers along the upper rim of the panels 
will have. to be seen at a height of nearly 
forty feet that when viewed on a level 
with the floor they seem to make the com- 
position a little top-heavy. They have been 
designed by the draughtsman at the Tap- 
estry Works in the Bronx, and since they 
have received the approval of the archi- 
tects, it is to be presumed that they are 
exactly fitted for the interior they will 
decorate. 

The passion for tapestries has been 
growing on both sides of the Atlantic, We 
have one case of an amateur who some 
years ago, while in Rome, bought for what 
seemed a large price more than a hundred 
old tapestries from one of the great fam- 
ilies of the Papal States. Out of this hun- 
dred he has sold three sets of five or six 
tapestries, each set a continuous story 
from the Bible or the Aeneid, and each 
set more than paying for his original out- 
lay. He has made a fortune out of the 
tapestries he has sold, and has another 
in the big collection that remains. Only 
last year we heard of the famous Mazarin 
tapestry, a very large single work, as 
sold to Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan for $500,000. 
And now comes the news that the set of 
tapestries bought in Florence and given 
to Gen. Philip Sheridan is about to be put 
on the market. Doubtless its historical con- 
nection with Sheridan and its rather 
absurd attribution to the Government col- 
lections in the Pitti Palace, Florence, 
(where they do not keep the wonderful na- 
tional tapestries at all,) will do much to 
hold the price for these tapestries high. 

But notwithstanding the demand for good 
Flemish and the best French tapestries, 
the market for the old pieces is a more or 
less precarious one, because they demand 
large wall spaces owing to their size, and 
among those who have houses big enough 
for such luxuries only a small percentage 
understand or care for them. It is not for 
nothing tha't the great epoch for tapestries 
coincides with that when royalty and no- 
bility still dwelt in heavy stone buildings 
calculated for strength to withstand a slege 
rather than comfort. The period of the 
wainscot was followed by that of the wall- 
paper, in which we still exist. Tapestries 
are exotics; they are survivals from a 
ruder age. But in some interiors and on 
seme walls they offer advantages which 
nothing else will give. 

The very coarseness of surface, the very 
unreality of coloring which distinguishes 
the inwoven picture from that painted on 
canvas makes tapestry sympathize with 
a bold architectural scheme. It does not 
call the eyes away from the architecture, 
so that it is no wonder that architects 
are fond of it, since it allows the first 
place to their creations. Your mural 
painter, on the other hand, has but small 
respect’ for your tapestry, for after he has 
made the first sketch and then at great 
labor painted the cartoon, the resultant 
tapestry has to take a back seat, and the 
painting itself goes to that mysterious 
limbo where old canvases lurk forgotten 


by all save the Buffalo beetle and the 
mouse. Wherefore does he cast an un- 


conny eye on the efforts to introduce an- 


other excuse for architects when they de- 


sign interiors after such a fashion that 
pictures and wall painting are not wanted, 
A hall arranged after the plan of the 
State Building at Providence will be sure 
to take tapestries with gratifying results. 
They will afford an agreeable change of 
surface and colors and bring into pleasant 
relief the architectural design of the upper 
art of the hall. It is well that we should 
ave such looms as those of the Bronx, 
where the finest work also is turned out, 
work that vies with the best in France, so 
far as technique is concerned, though up 
to the present time there has been little 
or no demand on our best artists for 
original designs. They, however, are sure 
to come in time.

| TEONG KAI CHEU TELLS 
OF GHINA’S AWAKENING 


Great Reformer Here to Help On 
the Movement. 


Progressive ideas of the. Occident 
Spreading Throughout the Empire, 
Despite the Opposition. of the 
Empress Dowager. 


Prof. Leong Kai Cheu, founder and Vice 
President of the Chinese Empire Reform 
Association, ex-teacher in the palace of the 
Emperor of China and second to Kang Yu 
Wei, the lender of the Chinese National 
reform movement, which, despite the un- 
relenting opposition of the Empress Dow- 
ager is spreading all over the empire, ar- 
rived in this city late Monday evenfifig, 
having come from Japan by way of 
Canada. ; 

This is the first visit to America of 
Leong Kai Cheu, who is regarded as the 

- most powerful man in.Chinese efiucation 
and politics to-day. He founded the Chi- 
nese Empire Reform Association {n 1897, 
and now its membership far exceeds 3,000,- 
000, with branches covering every part of 
the world where Chinamen reside. There 
are only two parties in China—that of the 
Empress Dowager and the Reform Associ- 
ation. The former is still the stronger, but 
its power is on the wane, while the reform 
association is growing every day. 

Prof. Leong’s visit to this country is for 
the purpose of stirring up enthusiasm 
among the various branch organizations of 
the association which exist in almost every 
large city in the country. The New York 


branch numbers nearly 4,000 members, and 
the founder was received informally yes- 
terday afternoon at its rooms at Mott 
Street. The head of this movement is only 
thirty years old and has a boyish face. He 
dresses like an American and looks like an 
Americanized Chinaman, although he does 
not speak English. 


THE REFORMER’S CAREER. 


Born in the Province of Kwang-Tung, he 
became noted in his district for learning 
when a child. He obtained a degree of 
B. A. at twelve years of age and of M. A. 
at sixteen. At the age of nineteen years he 
took the imperial examinations and was 
chosen tutor at the Hun-On Palace, which 
means teacher of the roydl family. The 
atmosphere at the palace was inimical to 
the love of progress implanted in the 
teacher, and et the end of six months he 
resigned his position. He started a daily 


paper called in English The World, but 
within a month it was suppressed by order 
of the Dowager Empress for its reform 
editorials. 

A year later he started another paper at 
Peking, called The Progress, whic ldly 
announced that it taught the systems of 
reformation. The —, attain a circu- 
lation of 50,000, and ng’s name became 
Tamous all over the north of China. The 
Empress delayed proceeding against him 
fearing an uprising. A number of Viceroys 
and Cabinet Ministers recommended him 
for appointment to the Government, but 

mpress would not hear of it. Minis- 
ter Wu- -Fang wrote from Washington 
asking for his services as Chief Secretary 
of Legation, but Leong refused, but finally 
accepted the Directorship of Woo-Nan Uni- 
versity. The province was known to be 
one of the most conservative in ail China, 
and hated all European systems and ideas, 
but Leong’s propaganda was so effective 
that there were more reforms instituted 
there than in any other part of the em- 


pire. 

jeong was only twenty-five years old 
when the present Emperor, acting upon 
the appeal of Kang Yu Wei, announced 
his intention of reforming China by adopt- 
ing Western systems. Kang was appoint- 
ec leader of the movement, and Leong, his 
pupil, was made assistant and private ad- 
viser to his Majesty. During their time 
in office Kang and Leong ed many 
laws and introduced the modern education 
of the Occident. The Empress Dowager and 
ber Manchurian retainers soon formed a 
conspiracy to overthrow this work, and with- 
in three months the famous coup was exe- 
cuted by which the Emperor was virtually 
made a prisoner, and all of his advisers 
and sympathizers beheaded or banished, 
Kang and Leong escaping to Japan. Kang, 
through the aid of a British Consul, and 

on a Japanese warship. 

Leong never ceased to teach his fellow- 
countrymen the advantages of a new civil- 
ization, and so great was his success that 
he has now established a college at Tokio 
and schools at Yokohama and Kobe. To 
these schools about 1,200 students have 
©ome from different parts of China. Prof. 
Leong also prints a per at Yokohama 
which, although forbidden entrance into 
China, nevertheless has an enormous cir- 
culation throughout the empire. Besides all 
this work this remarkable young man has 
written many books. One of these is a 
history of China in twenty-six volumes. 
zhate are in this huge book 1,000 chapters, 
each containing from 7,000 to 30,000 words.

LYMAN J. GAGE URGES 
AN ASSET CURRENCY. 


His Letter to the Texas Bankers’ As- 
sociation— Charles G. Dawes’s 
Suggestions for Financial 
Reform. 


SHERMAN, Texas, May 12.~The Texas 
Bankers’ Association met here to-day and 
listened to the reading of a number of let- 
ters from prominent bankers in other 
States. 

One of the letters was from ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage, who dis- 
cussed the question, “Is the money supply 
of the United States sufficient?”’ 

“TY answer the question,” he said, “ by 
expressing the very grave doubt whether it 
be adequate in volume, and a clear convic- 
tion that it is not economical in character. 
The provision for sipply ought to have 
reference to recurring needs, responding 
in volume when occasions for use of cur- 
rency are the greatest and retiring natural- 
ly as the requirements grow less exacting.” 

He argued for credit or asset currency, 
saying that he was well aware that deep 
prejudice exists against either, “but an 
honorable history of such a currency for a 
generation in several States, and a history 
of several generations abroad, fully justify 
the belief that with some reasonable and 
just guards around it, we can gain the 
advantage of an adequate currency without 
any risk of disaster, or the loss of a single 
dollar.”’ 

He asserted that the following proposition 


could be successfully supported: 


1, Such a currency is required in the interest of 
the whole country. 

2. The protection of the noteholder against de- 
preciation or loss may be made entirely adequate. 

8. There need be no dangerous credit expansion 
through banknote issues if reasonable limitation 
be imposed as to volume, and @ proper system of 
central redemption provided. 

4. Such a currency would go far toward arrest- 
ing the annually recurring anxiety occasioned by 
the impairment of bank reserves called into 
temporary use, as they are, to serve 4s 4 medium 
of circulation in the movements of crop har- 
vesting. 

5. It would tend to steady the rates of interest 
in the central cities, and prevent the violent and 
costly perturbations between “‘ money a5 & drug "’ 
and “money impossible to borrow,”’ and thus 
gave the individual investors the great losses now 
so frequently experienced by reason of fluctua- 
tions in the money market. 

6. It would be in the interest especially of the 
agricultural classes, affording them, as it would, 
an adequate supply of a safe circulating medium 
of exchange and payment, on terms more favor- 
able than they could otherwise enjoy. 

Ex-Controller of the Treasury Charles 
G. Dawes of Chicago, in a letter that was 
also read, urged that in the passage of any 
provision for elasticity in the currency the 
following principles should be kept firmly in 
mind: 

First—There should be no radical experiments 
made, and we should risk in no degree whatever 
the absolute safety and solidity of our present 
banknote currency in order to secure additional 
fluidity. 

Second—If we can safely inject an element of 
elasticity into our bank currency, we should see 
to it that we are not furnishing a currency which 
can be used as a basis of current business and 
speculation in times like the present, thus adding 
to the perils of panic instead of mitigating them. 

Third—We cannot secure elasticity in any asset 
currency issued by National banks of the United 
States to be so limited in the amount of its issue 
as to be undoubtedly safe, without the imposi- 
tien of a high restrictive tax of not less than 4 
per cent., and probably 5 per cent., thus provid- 
ing for its circulation only in times of the high 
interest rates which accompany enforced contrac- 
tion of banking and business credits in panics 
and crop-moving periods. 

Another letter was from James B. Forgan 
of Chicago, who discussed the same ques- 
tion. He said in part: 

The supply of money periodically oscillates be- 
tween overabundance and inadequacy, in accord- 
ance with the demand for it, which varies with 
the seasons. The supply being arbitrarily fixed 
in quantity bears no relation to the varying de- 
mands of commerce, and there is not even @n at- 
tempt in our monetary system to adjust the sup- 
ply to the demand. 

Our manetary system is not the sole cause of 
these alt@rnating fluctuations, but it lends itse)f 
to them and is auxiliary to other causes, Our 
National banking system and the Government's 
Treasury system also aid and abet them, and the 
three together are responsible for them. If these 
three systems, so closely allied, were all adapted 
and adjusted to the needs of commerce, as they 
should be, their relation to commerce would be 
to develop it on a sound basis by establishing 
steady markets. Their influence would be to 
prevent rather than to cause such oscillations as 
now take place between easy and tight money, 
speculation and stagnation, inflation and de- 


preciation. 
To add to the money now in circulation more 


of the same kind until the supply shall equal 
the maximum requirements of commerce, without 
providing means for its contraction when these 
requirements are at their minimum, would only 
perpetuate the evils of our present system. What 
we require is a more elastic currency. 

In conclusion Mr. Forgan suggests that 
the privilege of issuing a limited amount of 
asset currency might be safely granted to 
Nattonal banks. ie commends Congress- 
man Fowler's bill as based on correct 
principles, but says it is deficient in its 
details. What it needs, he says, is a com- 
mittee of bankers to work out a practical 
plan for its execution. 


SAVINGS BANK MEN MEET. 


President Schieren Talks to State As- 
sociation Against Steps to Increase 
Legal Investments. 


The tenth annual meeting of the Savings 
Banks Association of the State of New York 
was held yesterday in the Chamber of 
Commerce Building. Charles A. Schieren, 
the President, presided, and nearly 100 in- 
stitutions for savings from all sections of 
the State were represented. 

In his opening remarks Mr. Schieren re- 
ferred to the growth of the savings bank 
business in the last ten years since the 
Savings Banks Association of this State 
was organized. He said that the official 
report for the year 1893 of the Banking 
Department at Albany was as follows: 

Due to Gepositors......-seccevceseeees $629,258,395 
Number of depositors 1,593, 804 
The report for 1903 showed as follows: 


Due to depositors $1,077,388, 743 
Number of depositors 2,275,385 

This is a gain during the ten vears of 
$448,025,348 in deposits, and $681,579 in the 
number of depositors. 

Mr. Schieren also referred to the ten- 
dency of the legislation regarding legaliz- 
ing investments in railroad bonds, On this 
point he said: 

“There seems to be a disposition on the 

rt of some bankers to rush to the Legis- 
ature and introduce bills legalizing invest- 
ments in railroad bonds for our savings 
banks. It is of the utmost importance that 
our association discourage every attempt 
made in that direction, unless the bonds 
are approved by the Executive Committee.” 

The report of the Executive Committee 
also discussed the various acts of the Legis- 
lature affecting savings banking interests 
adopted or proposed since the last meeting 
of the association, and urged the savings 
banks to join in opposition to the bill now 
in Gov, Odell’s hands for signature, add- 
ing to the list of railroad mortgage bonds 
in which savings banks may invest.

DEATH OF R. H. STODDARD 


Aged Poet Passes Quietly Away 
While Sleeping. 


Last Work of Long Literary Career, a 
Volume of Personal Recollections, 
Still to be Published. 


Richard Henry Stoddard, author and re- 
viewer, died at his home, 329 East Fifteenth 
Street, a little before 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning, after suffering for a week from 
rheumatism of the heart. He died as he 
had wished—in his sleep and without know- 
ing that the end was at hand. He was the 
last of his family, having lost his wife and 
his son, Lorimer Stoddard, within the last 
year. 

Funeral services will take place at 4 
o'clock to-morrow afternoon at the Church 
of the Messiah, Park Avenue and Thirty- 
fourth Street, with the pastor emeritus, the 
Rev. Dr. Collyer, and the present pastor, 
the Rev. Minot J. Savage, officiating. The 
interment will be at Sag Harbor on Friday, 
where Mrs, Stoddard and their son are both 
buried. 

Richard Henry Stoddard, for some years 
called the ‘oldest of American poets,” 
the friend of Artemus Ward and Bayard 
Taylor, was born at Hingham, Mass., in 
1825. His family was of Scotch origin, 
but had lived in Hingham since 1638, and 
been ‘seafaring folk. 

Young Stoddard came to New York in 


1835. He was educated at a public school 
in Houston Street at a time when the site 
of the house in East Fifteenth Street, 
where his later years were spent, was a 
salty inlet from East River called “ Sandy 
Gibson's.” In his youth he worked as an 
iron molder. 

His first poem was published when he was 
twenty. dgar Allan Poe refused to print 
his To a Grecian Flute” because it 
seemed to be too excellent for an original 
composition by a man so young. He was 
known to hold a strong dislike for Poe. 
Some years ago, Mr. Stoddard was asked 
if he considered Poe the greatest American 
poet. ‘‘ No,” he said; ‘Il know few poets 
who, writing so little, wrote so much that 
was bad.” Instead he gave the palm to 
William Cullen Bryant. 

Mr. Stoddard had no classical education— 
a fact to which he attributed his facility in 
Anglo-Saxon expression—and he never went 
abroad. 

He married in 1852 Elizabeth Irene Bars- 
tow, who died in August of last year. She 
also was a native of Massachusetts, and 
was known, like her husband, as a poet, 
besides being a novelist of New England 
life, the best known of her novels being 
perhaps ‘“‘ The Morgesons.” 

Richard Henry Stoddard held a position 
in the Custom House from 1853 to 1870, 
was confidential clerk to Gen. McClellan 
from 1570 to 1873, and in 1874 was City Li- 
brarian. For ten years, from 18860 to 1870, 
in the meantime, he was literary reviewer 
for The World, and since 1880 he has done 
like work for The Mail and Express. For 
twenty-five years he had lived quietly with 
his books and his pipe in the same house 
on Stuyvesant Square, and there he coi- 
lected a library of rare volumes and 
souvenirs of many kinds, Autographs of 
Thackeray and Victor Hugo, souvenirs of 
Burns, a lock of Milton's hair, and a lock 
of George Washington's are among them. 
It was announced after the death of his 
wife that he would leave these treasures 
to the Authors’ Club, 

Mr. Stoddard was once associated with 
Artemus Ward, Fitz James O’Brien, George 
Arnold, and Henry Clapp, Jr., as editor of 
a comic paper called Vanity Fair. It ran 
for two years and was discontinued at the 
end of that time with a loss of $25,000. Yet 
Mr. Stoddard said some years ago that he 
thought “it was better than any we have 
now. 

His acquaintance with English literature 
was of the widest and his reputation 
abroad was high. Of his writings it is suf- 
ficient to name “ The Book of the East,” 
*‘ Adventures in Fairy Land,” “‘ Songs of 
Summer,” “The King’s Bell,” “‘A Hora- 
tian Ode,"’ “The Lion’s Cub,” and other 
verse; ‘‘ Under the Evening Lamp,” *‘ Abra- 
ham Lincoln,” “ Life of Humboldt,” “A 
Century After,” ‘‘ Putnam the Brave,” and 
a “ Life of Washington Irving.”’ His rep- 
utation rests upon his lyrics—critical work 
was always distasteful to him. 

The last literary work upon which Mr. 
Stoddard was engaged was in connection 
with his ‘* Recollections, Personal and Lit- 
erary,’’ a volume of memoirs covering a 
parton of more than fifty years and afford- 
ng a glimpse of many of the foremost writ- 
ers of the last half century, including Haw- 
thorne and Thackeray. his work will be 
issued probably in the Autumn. There will 
be an introduction to the work from Ed- 
mund Clarence Stedman. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John Wilson. 
Special to The New York Times, 
BOSTON, May 12.—John Wilson, aged 
seventy-seven, for many years one of the 
proprietors of the University Press in Cam- 
bridge, is dead in Newton Highlands. He 
was a native of Scotland. The funeral] will 
be held Thursday at Mount Auburn Chapel. 


Mr. Wilson was the son of John Wilson, 
who in 1846 emigrated from Scotiand to 
the United States and established in Bos- 
ton the famed printing establishment of 
John Wilson & Son. 

His son, following in his father’s foot- 
steps, learned the business thoroughly. In 
1879 he and Charles E. Wentworth became 
the proprietors of the University Press, 
which was largely increased in capacity by 
the addition of the Wilson establishment. 

During his connection with the University 
Press many remarkable books were pro- 
duced there. Many works of Holmes, 
Sparks, Prescott, Ticknor, Palfrey, Judge 
Storey, Quincy, Everett, Hilliard, Dana, 
Longiellow, Hawthorne, Whittier, Emer- 
son, and Lowell were first issued from this 
press and gave it a reputation.

The Rev. Dr. PETER ANSTADT, the oldest 
rrinister in the General Synod of the Lu- 
theran Church, died at York, Penn., yes- 
terday. At one time he was a member of 
the Faculty of Susquehanna University, at 
Selins Grove. He filled a pulpit at Gettys- 
burg and for many years was engaged in 
the publication of Church and Sunday 
school literature. 


JAMES S, SANBORN of the well-known Bos- 
ton tea and coffee firm of Chase & San- 
born is dead at Boston. He was born in 
Wales, Me., March 29, 1885, and his first 
business venture was in Lewiston, Me., 
where he went into the coffee and spice 
business. The firm of Chase & Sanborn 
was formed in 1878. Two sons and two 
daughters survive him. 


WILLIAM B. DONIHEE, a prominent lawye 
of this city, died at his late residence. 147 
West Sixty-first Street, yesterday after- 
noon. Mr. Donihee was a member of the 
New York bar for more than thirty years, 
and was well known in Democratic poli- 
tics. He was born in Malone, N. Y., about 
sixty years ago, and leaves surviving a 
widow, several daughters, and two sons, 
William 8B. Donihee, Jr., and Vincent P. 
Donihee, both lawyers of this city. 

Mrs. MARIB CORRIGAN, wife of Dr, Joseph

JOCKEY SHAW SUSPENDED 
Plunger G. E. Smith’s. Rider Set 
Down by Jockey Club Stewards. 


Highlander, at Odds On, Was Winner 
of the Harlem Selling Stakes at 
Morris Park. 


The first genuine turf sensation was 


brought to light at the Morris Park race 
track yesterday when the famous Jockey 
Willie Shaw was suspended and his license 
rendered void by the Stewards of The 
Jockey Club. There were many other hap- 
penings of an unusual character in -the 
course of the day, but the news of the 
action against Shaw early became public, 
and was the most talked of matter con- 
nected with the racing of the day. Shaw, 
who last year rode for James R. Keene at 
a,high salary, and who was then regarded 
as the first of the American riders, always 
has been regarded as the jockey for “ Pitts- 
burg Phil,” or G. BE. Smith, properly, Shaw 
was under contract to Smith even while 
riding the horses of James R. Keene, and 
there have been many criticisms of the 
connection of the popular rider and his 
connection with the biggest bettor known 
to the Eastern turf. Shaw's suspension, 
which it is intimated may result in a 
Severer sentence, was due to that jockey's 
ride on Illyria at the Jamaica race track 
on May 6. In that race Illyria ran far be- 
hind his public form, In his next appear- 
ance in public Illyria at a phenomenally 
long price, 60 to 1 being quoted against 
him, ran a close second to August Bel- 
mont’s Mizzen, and was said at the time, 
last Saturday, to have been backed very 
heavily by persons who bet on the winner, 


Ben Howard, in the former race in which 
Illyria was beaten. 


The Stewards of the Morris Park race 
track took notice of the sudden improve- 


ment of the horse to the effect of ques- 
tioning Shaw yesterday, and Smith also 
was called into the stand by the Stewards. 
Shaw's case was referred at once to the 
Stewards of The Jockey Club and his sus- 
pension by that body followed almost im- 
mediately. The action taken amounts prac- 
tically to a ruling off, as the jockey cannot 


ride on any American or foreign track 
while this decree is in force. There has 


been no mention of G. E. Smith in the ac- 
tion taken, but Shaw's connections are so 
well known that race teack frequenters are 
asking the question as to what may be 
Smith's standing in the present case. He 
is ostensibly the employer of Shaw, and 
the jockey takes no mounts except those 
which are acceptable to Smith or his man- 
ager, William Smith, his brother. 

Aside from the sensation caused by the 
action against Shaw, the racing at Morris 
Park yesterday was only fairly interesting. 
The selling stake was the feature of the 
programme, and in this R. T. Wilson, Jr.'s, 
fast horse, Highlander, made most of the 
running and lIasted just long enough to 
win by a head from Bon Mot, while Colon- 
ist, who closed a lot of ground in the last 
furlong, was only a neck further away. 
Highlander was backed down and started 
favorite at odds on, 

In two other races favorites were suc- 
cessful. Tim Sullivan, at 1 to 8, won easily 
in his race, while Sovereign, backed down 
to 4 to 5 in the first race, also won easily. 
In this race Minder, under contract to 
August Belmont, rode for the first time 
since his accident at the Aqueduct meet, 
when he was thrown from a horse and so 
badly injured that he was compelled to take 
a rest. Minder was on Mr. Belmont's 
Sailmaker, and when unseated from that 
horse, just as the horse was straightened 
out in the stretch, fell to one side with his 
foot hung in the stirrup. He was dragged 
fifty yards or more, but by sihgular good 
fortune none of the horses following jumped 
on him, and when his foot finally was re- 
leased he was only bruised and cut. He 
returned to the jockeys’ room in the start- 
er’s wagon, and apparently will be ready 
to ride again within a few days.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


> Stocks irregular. 


Money easy, 2%4@246 per cent. 


Yesterday's market opened with cheer 
and vigor which soon faded away. There 
was activity at the close, but such cheer 
as it disseminated among the bears will 
not be generally shared, nor welcome to 
anybody else. The day’s changes were 
irregular, there being both advances and 
declines for individual reasons. Penn- 
sylvania was the most active property, 
over 50,000 shares being dealt in at a de- 
cline for the day of %. The stock 
seemed to lack the support of those who 
had sold in anticipation f a more liberal 
supply from the new issuenow available. 
St. Louis and San Francisco, common 
and preferred, was conspicuous for an 
advance of 14% and 1 respectively, coinci- 
dently with a decline of \% in Rock Isl- 
and. There would seem to be an infer- 
ence that it is better to be bought than 
to buy under the conditions of the much 
talked of deal, or perhaps the phenome- 
non is but part of a plan to give a good 
look to the new securities outcoming. 
Both descriptions of National of Mexico 
made a good advance, while New York 
Central and Steel were rather conspicu- 


ously weak. One up or one down was 


about the range for representative prop- 
erties, but the market was so irregularly 
changed that it is not useful to risk any 
guess at the average. There waS much 
Better business done in the bond mar- 
ket, dealings being both larger and bet- 


ter distributed than for a month. Among 


twenty-one varieties which moved a 
point, sixteen advanted. Bonds are so 
much harder to move than stocks, and 
for so long have been so nearly immov- 
able, that this persistent recent tendency 


is significant. 
The Government crop report was the 


chief cause of the early good feeling, and 
its sustaining force will persist, even 
though it did not avail to maintain prices 
through the day against a rather unusual 
budget of unsettling items of intelli- 


gence. It is unnecessary to more than 


mention the labor troubles, so conspicu- 


ous are-they. They seem mild indeed to 
those who remember arson, murder, and 
militia volleys as incidents of previous 
labor agitations. But they have possi- 
bilities of development. The last labor 
troubles were so serious because they 
were against reductions of wages which’ 
employers could not maintain without 
bankruptcy. Present demands also are 
only exceptionally for anything which 
employers can concede, or which it is 
good for labor to demand or to have. 
Employers cannot concede control of 
their business, nor, it would seem, can 
laborers as a class—apart from the small 
minority of trades unionists—afford to 
have trades unions assume the right to 
dictate who may work and who may not. 
Wages may be conceded, and have been 
conceded with unparalleled liberality, 
but the issues raised are such that sur- 
render is impossible without deranging 
our social system. 

The continuance of feverishness in the 
cotton market, and reports of further 
exports of gold, were depressing factors 
yesterday as on Monday, and they were 
reinforced by a Pittcburg report of 
weakness in the iron and steel market. 
This has been hitherto called waiting 
and hesitating. It must now be called 
weak—unless the report is a mere bear 
device—as the dead-lock between buyers 
and sellers seems to have been relaxed 
in favor of concessions by sellers. Com- 
fort has been found in the fact that re- 
ductions stopped imports, and comfort 
may yet be sought in the return of con- 
trol of access to foreign markets, which 
Was surrendered when manufacturers 
were unable to supply the home demand. 
Production of iron at least now equals 
demand, perhaps surpasses it, even al- 
lowing for the theory that foundries 
have sold castings for which they have 
not bought the raw material and must 
seek it in a rising market. 

The appearance of the reorganization 
plans of the United States Shipbuilding 
Company and of the United States Cot- 
ton Duck Corporation, with suggestions 
of closing of mills, and the sale of an 
International Mercantile Marine bond at 
75, against 90 bid previously, were also 
suggestive developments in the industrial 
department. The response to the offer- 
ing of New York City bonds reflected 
the easier money market. Sixty-seven 
bidders and a tenfold oversubscription 
of the offering at an average of 1 per 
cent. above the last sale afford the best 
answer to the suggestion that New 
York’s credit had suffered from anything 
more than better returns for capital in 
other directions. It was thought that 
104.299 would be the bid which would 
secure the largest award. This com- 
pares with par for the Transvaal threes. 
Both issues were sold without under- 
writing, and therefore will not overhang 
the market.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Such firmness ag there}was in yesterday's 
market—largely brought about by the show 
of strength in Missouri Pacific and Wa- 
bash preferred—was rudely and effectually 
dissipated in the closing hour of business 
following the report 6f a cut in steel bil- 
lets in Pittsburg and the publication of 
the Illinois State and weekly Government 
crop reports showing the need of warmer 
weather and reporting some deterioration 


in conditions since the exceptionally favor- 
able inonthly crop, when the condition re- 
ported was as of May 1. The crop reports, 
however, were of but little consequence 
compared with the news from Pittsburg, 
following as it did reports from other quar- 
ters telling of a further shading in prices 
in pig iron. Wall Street still holds that 
the iron and steel trade is the surest and 
safest -barometer of the country’s busi- 
ness and prosperity, and that any sign of 
a reaction in that direction is, to say the 
least, not encouraging. Therefore, when 
the report of the cut in iron and steel prices 
came, selling of the stock market followed 
as a@ natural consequence, with prices clos- 
ing at the lowest for the day, and with 
but half-hearted suppert appearing in any 
part of the list, 


As was to be expected, the greatest pres- 
sure was in the steel stocks, though other 
parts of the list. notably~ the standard 
stocks, did not escape. In respect to the 
steel shares it can only be said that for 
some weeks past there has been seen what, 


in the vernacular, is described as “ good 


selling ’—coming, that is, from quarters 
where best information on trade conditions 
is likely to be had. This sellihg has been 
done quietly, but none the less persistently. 
with some evidences that a leading operator 
formerly a conspicuous syndicate -bull on 
the stocks was taking a prominent part in 
the sales. Houses with Pittsburg connec- 
tions have also been sellers, and for a full 
week past have been advising their cus- 
tomers to stand from under. However this 
be, the stocks were distinctly heav} in 
the late trading yesterday, with the prin- 
cipal support apparently coming from 
previous short sellers. 


Beyond this break in steel prices there 
was another disquieting development dur- 


ing the day, to wit, the heavy tone in the 


standard stocks, notably Pennsylvania, 
New York Central, and St. Paul. Even 
when Missouri Pacific, Wabash, and Hock- 
ing Valley were bid up in the morning the 
standard shares lagged, and in the after- 
noon turned weak. Pennsylvania sold 
steadily down from 130% to a new low rec- 


ord on the present movement—120\4—with 
Philadelphis houses who sometimes act for 
interests connected with the management 
the largest sellers. It is not improbable 
that th selling is against new stock to be 
got by’ holders under the recently au- 
thorized stock issue. In New York Central 
the knowledge that the company will soon 
authorize a new bond or stock issue, per- 
haps both, seemed to be the influencing 
factor in the selling there, while there was 
some selling also on the theory that with 
Pennsylvania (a 6 per cent. stock) at 129%, 
New York Central (a 5 per cent. stock) 
seems dear at 12914. 

The official announcement of the Rock 
Island-’Frisco deal had helpful effect 
the 'Frisco stocks, each of which rose a 
point or more, but fell practically flat so 
far as Rock Island itself was concerned 
The strength in the ‘Frisco shares, 
ever, be explained largely on 
arbitrage ’’ transactions. This 
can best be understood by a reference to 
the terms of the deal, which call for 60 
per cent. in Rock Island bonds and 60 per 
cent. in Rock Island common stock in ex- 
change for 100 shares of ‘Frisco. With the 
new bonds selling as they did yesterday at 
914%, and Rock Island common stock selling 
at 4414, this weuld mean (multiplying each 
by sixty) that for 100 shares of ‘Frisco an 
exchange could be made for bonds and 
stock of a face value of $8,160. Therefore, 
inasmuch as ’Frieco stock itself yesterday 
sold between 79% and 80%, it would be pos- 
sible to buy 100 shares of the ’Frisco stock 
at $7.975 up to $8,075, and sell the Rock 
Island bonds and stock against it for $8,160, 
the difference (allowing for carrying 
charges, &c.,) representing the profit on 
the transaction.

The failure of the public to come into 


the market has been one of the greatest dis- 
appointments to the bull manipulator who 
has endeavored to put prices up. One rea- 
son for this pubtic indifference is offered 
by the head of a leading Stock Exchange 
house, who says: ‘‘Our New York market 
is suffering from the collapse in local pro- 
motions in other cities, and for that rea- 
son when prices go lower we do not get 
buyers. There are very few stocks for 
sale, as liquidation has been thorough, but 
the necessities of other places prevent buy- 
ers coming into the New York market.” 


London was credited with buying 10,000 
shares of stock in this market yesterday. 
Foreign houses, however, reported that the 
bulk of the buying had originated on this 
side, and was apparently designed to affect 
sentiment here. 


HOCKING VALLEY’S FUTURE. 


It is practically certain that th 
delayed plan of selling the Hocking Valley 
Railroad to one of the larger systems— 
probably the Lake Shore—will be consum- 
mated within a few days. The stock showed 
unusual strength during the last few days, 


having gone up from 96 to 104, at which 
price the common closed yesterday, the 
preferred stock advancing to 95%. 

A representative of the firm of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co, declined yesterday to indicate on 
what terms the road would be disposed of, 
but he also declined to deny that the nego- 
tiations for the sale of the road had been 
practically concluded. An announcement 
is expected at any time. 


WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The weekly crop re- 
port of the Weather Bureau is as follows: 

The Ohio Valley, Middle Atlantic, and South- 
ern States have experienced another cool week, 
and while the temperature has been above the 
seasonal average in the more northerly districts, 
the reports generally indicate the need of 
warmth. In the Lower Missouri, Central Mis- 
sissippi, and Ohio Valleys and Atlantic Coast 
district, including the northern portion of the 
East Gulf States, rains would be of much bene- 
fit. Rain would also be beneficial in the Rocky 
Mountain and Pacific Coast districts. Much- 
needed and abundant rains have fallen in the 
West Gulf States and Florida. In Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, the Dakotas, Minne- 
sota, and Wisconsin the conditions have been 
generally favorable. 

Corn planting continues very late, but is now 
in general progress throughout thecentral vail- 
leys and has begun in the extreme northern dis- 
tricts. This work has, been carried on under 
much diffictlty in the Lower Missouri; Central 


Mississippi, and Ohio Valleys and portions of 
the Middle Atlantic States, owing to hard and 
cloddy ground, Germination and growth have 
been very slow in all districts; in the West Gulf 
States, however, the crop has recovered rapidly 
from .the effects of the cold of the previous week. 

An improvement in the condition of Winter 
wheat is reported from Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas, and Ohjo, but the crop has suffered 
deterioration in Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, and 
Missouri, much of the southern portion of the 
last-mentioned State having been greatly dam- 
aged by rust and insects. Wheat is now heading 
as far north as Kentucky and Southern Mis- 
souri. On the Pacific Coast Winter wheat con- 
tinues thrifty in Oregon, but in Washington and 
California it is in need of rain, the late sown in 
California being very unpromising. 

Spring wheat seeding is now practically fin- 
ished and the early sowh is coming up to good 
stands and is in healthy condition. No damage 
seems to have resulted from the severe weather 
of the previous week. In the northern Rocky 
Mountain districts and in Washington the reports 
are less favorable, rain being needed. 

The seeding of oats is nearly finished in the 
more northerly districts, where good stands are 
promised, and from Texas northward to the 
Upper Missourl Valley the crop has improved 
much since last week, but from the Lower Mis- 
sourt Valley eastward over linois, Indiana, and 
Chio the stands are uneven and the crop is much 
in need of rain. 

Although much too cool, nearly'the whole of 
the cotton region has received abundant rain- 
fall, which was of the greatest benefit in the 
central and western districts, - where germination 


| and growth of cotton are now ei 

factorily, In the Carolinas, Northern Georgia, 
aud Tennessee germination and growth have 
been very slow. Planting is very nearly com- 
pleted in the northern portion of the belt, but 
the crop is generally much later than usual, 

No tobacco has yet been transplanted north of 
the Carolinas and Tennessee. Plants continue 
plentiful, “ 

The reports concerhing apples are somewhat 
more encouraging than in the previous week, but 
the outlook for most other fruits continues very 
poor, 

n the central valleys and Middle Atlantic 
States grass has made very slow growth and is 
much in need of rain and warmth, but is in 
more favorable condition in the lake region and 
Upper Missouri Valley.

LONDON, May 13.—The London Times

Meetings of various associations of em- 
floyers in the building trades < held 
westerday to consider plans for bringing 
about normal and settled conditions in the 
tuilding trades industry in order that the 
strike epidemic ali over the Greater New 
Work and through the country may not 
put an abrupt end to the building season.

A member of rhe Mason Builders’ As- 
sociation, who is on the Board of Mana- 
gers, said that the employers in the build- 
ing trades in Brooklyn are preparing to 
take similar action. Plans have been al- 


most completed for an association In 


Brooklyn similar to that of the Building 
Trades Association of Manhattan and the 
Bronx. He continued: 

““A general meeting will be held at the 
Mechanics and Traders’ Exchange in 
Brooklyn on Friday evening of representa- 
tives of all the employing organizations of 
that borough te form a central association 
like that of the Building Trades Association 
of Manhattan and the Bronx. The associa- 
tion in Brooklyn was protective and ag- 
gressive, if necessary. I believe that John 
Montague, who has a contract for part of 
the subway work in Brooklyn, will be Pres- 
ident of the new association, which will 
take in dealers in all kinds of building 


materials.” 

According to the officials of the Boar® 
of Building Trades, a break took place 
several days ago in the ranks of the Lum- 
ber Dealers’ Association, and a number of 
the dealers who shut down are now deliv- 
ering lumber. This statement was ques- 
tioned by J. Sherlock Davis of the Labor 
Committee of the Lumber Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation. Asked if it were true that any of 
the lumber dealers had broken away, he 
said: 

**Such statements as these cannot be 
answered unless names are given. If any 
of the men who shut down have broken 
away, I want to know their names.”’ 

The Lumber Dealers’ Association 
the following statement yesterday: 

“The situation to-day is most encourag- 
fing. The New York Lumber Trade Asso- 
ciation is in receipt of assurances of sup- 
port from the following lumber centres: 
Albany, Buffalo, North Tonawanda, Nor- 
folk, and the Ottawa Valley in Canada. 
The members of the National Wholesale 
Lumber Dealers’ Association and organiza- 
tions of the same character, while not try- 
ing to curtail any one’s purchasing power, 
have shown themselves to be lenient toward 
our members by withholding shipments 
here, where the selling market is withdrawn. 
Of course, they do this upon their own 
judgment and discretion, and further assist 
our members financially by their leniency 
in this respect. 

‘“‘ Letters of the same tone of encourage- 
ment have been received from our sister as- 
sociations in New Jersey, New York, Con- 
necticut, and Massachusetts. These are 
mainly State associations. 

**Concerning the situation in Manhattan, 
a volunteer corps of Inspectors is contin- 
ually on duty at the main approaches; the 
bridge and every ferry landing is closely 
watchea for lumber coming in from the 
surrounding territory. The volunteer In- 
spector reports by telephone to headquar- 
ters, 18 Broadway, and no time is lost in 
running down the destination of the ma- 
terial. Invariably it has been found that 
the lumbcr was for shipment abroad or is 
covered by the exceptions made in favor 
of State, city, subway, and Federal work, 
which we are not desirous of hampering in 
any way. 

“Two truckloads of yellow pine timber 
and flooring which came in over the South 
Ferry were traced to South American 
steamships, when the quest ended. Two 
other loads which came @own through the 
Bowery from Harlem were followed to 
Pier 3, and there found to be destined for 
the Government, to be used in the Federal 
work at Sandy Hook. These are two illus- 
trations of the disposition made of the 
lumber seen passing through the streets by 
citizens. 

“The shutdown of the lumber yards is 
complete.” 


DISCORD IN MUSICAL UNIONS. 


American Federation Threatens Action 
Against Rival Organization If It 
. Does Not Amalgamate.

After the end of this month a war be- 
tween the American Federation of Musi- 
cians and the Musical Mutual Protective 
Union of New York may be started, which 
will affect many of the theatres in the 
United States and all concerts and similar 
affairs which require the use of an or- 
chestra. 

An effort was made a year ago by the 
American Federation to force the Musical 
Union to unite with it. When its offer 
was rejectea the Federation resolved that 
after May 31, 1903, no member of the Amer- 
ican Federation shali be allowed to per- 
form with any member of the Musical 
Union. owe 

The proposition to amalgamate is still 
open, however, and the Musical Union has 
arranged for a meeting before May 31, in 
order to try to adjust the matter. 

The Musical Union of New York has 
about 3,000 members, and is a purely local 
organization, while the Federation has only 
about 2,100 members, but is a branch of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The Federation of Musicians asserts that 
/ it controls 260 theatrical centres in the 
United States, and thereby is able to pre- 
vent any company from giving a perform- 
ance if its leader happens to be a member 
of the Musical Union. It also asserts that 
it can compel any New York theatrical 
manager to install its members in his or- 


@ cnestra under penalty of a strike. 


CiViIC FEDERATION STEPS. 


New York Body to Discuss Local Labor 
Troubles Informally. 


A call has been issued by Lewis Nixon, 
Chairman, and Samuel B. Donnelly, Secre- 
tary, of the New York Civic Federation, for 
a meeting of its Executive and Conciliation 
Committees this evening at the Ashland 
House. The meeting will be preceded by 
a dinner, which the call says is for the 
purpose of enabling the members of the 
committees to get acquainted and come to 
an understanding as to their respective 
duties. The present labor troubles in the 
city will be discussed informally. The 
Conciliation Committee aims, ‘in case of 
labor disputes when both sides are firm 
against making overtures, at oringing both 
sides together in the hope that a settlement 
may be reached. It does not ye to 
take any part in settling suc isputes 
further than this. 

Senator Hanna is Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Civic 
Federation, which will hold its semi-an- 
nual meeting to-day in the United Chari- 
ties Building in executive session, Secre- 
tary Easley of the Federation said yester- 

that only routine business would be 


transacted. The National Civic Federation 
cannot interfere in local disputes. 


IRON LEAGUE WILL FIGHT. 


Employers Decide Unanimously to Re- 
sist Strikers—About 6,000 Men Out. 


The striking members of the Inside Archi- 
tectural Iron Workers’ Union, whose de- 
mands for a new wage scale and other con- 
ditions hare been refused by the Iron 
League, have established headquarters at 
1,551 Second Avenue. The strikers reported 
yesterday that 400 of their number em- 
ployed by 15 firms have gained their de- 
mands and returned to work yesterday 
morning. None of the fifteen firms belongs 
to the Iron League. 

The Iron League held a meeting in the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel during the afternoon. 
It was estimated that through the strike 
and lockout about 6,000 men were out. 
The Secretary of the League, C,.M. Cheney, 


gave out the following statement after the 
meeting: 

‘The Iron League and a committee from 
the Architectural Iron Manufacturers’ Asso-~- 
ciation and the Wire Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation met in the Fifth Avenue Hotel this 
afternoon, A strike committee was formed 
and resolutions were passed for a unani- 
mous resistence to the strike of the Inside 
Archiltectural Iron Workers which is now 
on." 

J. M. Cornell presided at the meeting, and 
among the firms represented were the fol- 
lowing: Millike Brothers, _Hecla Iron 
Works, Lewinson & Just, Richie, Brown & 
Donald, Cooper Wiegand Company, and 
Garrigues & Co, 


STRIKE LEADER KILLED. 


Clubbed a Man Who Would Not Strike, 
and Was Shot—His Slayer Not Held. 
Special to The New York Times. 

GREENWICH, Conn., May 12.—Coroner 
Doten of Bridgeport held an inquest here 
to-day over the death of Nicola Bruno, who 
died in the Stamford Hospital at 4 o'clock 
this morning from the effects of a bullet 
which penetrated his liver and landed in his 
back last Friday. 

Bruno was leader of a band of 100 Ital- 
ians who came from Portchester to Field 
Point to the laborers there He 
marched ahead with a gas pipe, on which 
was a red handkerchief. When he found 
that Jacco Lacagues would not join his 
band he and “four others clubbed him, and 
Jacco pulled a pistol and, after warning 
them, shot Bruno, This broke up the army 
of strikers, 

Jacco was arrested, but Prosecuting At- 
torney Walsh asked for his discharge, and 
Judge Burnes granted it. “After taking evi- 
dence of two who witnessed the shooting 
to-day. Coroner Doten said he should not 
ask for the arrest of Jacco, as he had shot 


Bruno justifiably, thinking his own life 
was in danger. 


HOW STRIKERS ACT IN CHILE. 


Killings, Street Car Wrecking, Arsog, 
and Robbery Indulged In by 
the Dockmen. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, May 12.—Owing to a 
great strike of dock laborers at Valparaiso 
all business has been suspended there. 
Riotous strikers have destroyed street cars 
and have committed other excesses, several 
persons have been killed and great excite- 
ment prevails. 

The strikers have looted the pawnshops. 
They also set fire to the building in which 
are the offices of the Compania Sud Am- 
ericana de Vapores, and the crowd pre- 
vented the firemen from attempting to put 
out the flames.

LIQUOR TAX LICENSE TEST. 


Argument That Fee in Bronx Borough 
Section in New York County Is 


$750 Instead of $1,200. 


Certiorari proceedings were brought yes- 
terday in the Supreme Court before Justice 
Bischoff to settle the question of liquor tax 
license in the Borough of the Bronx. This 
question is whether, under the ambiguous 
lenguage of the statutes, which make con- 
flicting statements in different paragraphs, 
the license fee for the section of Bronx Bor- 
ough situated in the County of New York 
shall be raised from $800 to $1,200 as for 
the other sections of the county, or shall 
be dropped to $750. Justice Bischoff finally 
ordered both sides to submit papers and 
aiso to hand in briefs, reserving his de- 
cision until such time as all the papers 
shall be before him. 

The proceedings were brought in the 
name of George A. Gress, a saloon keeper 
at 731 St. Ann’s Avenue, although the Eb- 
ling Brewing Company is behind him in the 
litigation. They are to review the acts of 
George Hilliard, Special Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Excise, for refusing to accept 
$750 from Gress for his liquor tax certifi- 
cate and demanding $1,200. 

Frederick E. Perham and Edgar M. Lev- 
entritt of the law firm of Nathan, Leven- 
tritt & Perham, argued for the brewing 
ecmpany, while William E. Schenck, Her- 
bert H. Kellogg, and William Vanamee ap- 
peared for the Commissioner of Excise. Mr. 
Perham called attention to the fact that 
the law requires $1,200 fee for a city or 
borough of more than 1,500,000 population, 
$975 for a city or borough containing from 
500,000 to 1,500,000 people, and $750 for a 
city or borough containing from 50,000 to 
~00,000 people. He said that Deputy Com- 
missioner Hilliard had declined to accept 
the $750_in spite of the fact that-the part 
of the Borough of the Bronx in the First 
Judicial Department and in the County of 
New York contained a population of but 
175,422, according to the last census. 
further declared that, although Section 18 
of the liquor tax law says that taxes as- 
vessed in cities containing a population of 
inore than 1,500,006, and composed of con- 
soiidating parts or the whole of different 
counties, shall be assessed in the several 
boroughs at a rate which shall be one-half 
in advance of what they paid on Dec. 31, 
1902, this could not apply save to consoli 
dations effected in the future, and that 
under the wording of the law all persons 
situated as his client could not be legally 
compelled to pay more than $750. 

Mr. Kellogg, in reply, argued that it 
would be ridiculous to presume that 
Legislature, when raising the license 
for the various sections of the State, 
tended to lower the rate in a section 
New York City.

DAMAGE BY SUBWAY BLAST. 


Appellate Court’ Decides Contractors 
Must Pay for Ruin Caused by 
Broken Water Main. 


Through a decision rendered yesterday by 
the Appellate Term of the Supreme Court, 
the Hability of contractors working on the 
rapid transit subway for damages incurred 
by blasting operations is clearly defined. 
The case in question, which was a test ac- 
tion brought by Jacob Marks of 156 Broad- 
way, as attorney for several occupants of 
an apartment house injured by a blast, is 
that of Fannie 8. Wheeler against William 
I’. Norton and William Dalton, contractors, 
composing the firm of Norton & Dalton. 
The decision affirms with costs the judg- 
ment of the trial Judge, who found that 
the defendants were negligent in their 
blasting operations. 

The contractors have charge of the sec- 
tion running along Broadway from Sixty- 
fifth Street to One Hundred and Fifth 
Street, and have had to blast rock for 
laying a new water main to take the place 
of the main which was in the original line 
of the subway. At Broadway and Ninety- 
sixth Street they broke a twelve-inch main, 
causing the water to spurt out to a height 
of thirty feet, and flooding the apartment 
at the northeast corner. Tenants, of which 
Mrs. Wheeler was one, retained Mr. Marks, 
and tn all he tried thirteen cases for dam- 
ages received, all of them being in the 
City Court, and in all decisions were ren- 
dered in his favor and against the con- 
tractors. The amount involved was about 
$3,000, but as a precedent in other subway 
actions the decision is important. 

The defense of the contractors was that 
the water pipe. was laid in violation of 
the Laws of 1873, In that, instead of being 
placed on soft earth, as the law provides, 
the contractor laid it directly on rock, and 
the concussion caused by the blast broke 
the pipe. The Justices of the Appellate 
Term hold that, while the city may have 
been negligent years ago in allowing the 
water pipe to be laid on rock, that’ does 
not excuse the negligence of the defendant.

SUBWAY STRIKERS TO 
BE ORDERED BACK 


Union Leaders Agree to Act Pend- 
ing Arbitration, 


‘ 


Herman Robinson Says All the Exca- 
vators and Rockmen WiW Be at 
Work by Noon To-day. 


The subway strike is at an end, at least 


for the present. The Presidents of the 
rockmen and excavators met the Central 
Federated Union's committee yesterday af- 
ternoon at SS East Fourth Street and 
agreed to order the men back to work. 
Herman Robinson, organizer of the rock- 


men and excavators, sald last night: 
“After the excavators and rockmen made 


their demands the Central Federated Union 
agreed that they should go back to work 
pending arbitration, but they did not ac- 
cept this proposition. We have believed 
all along that their rejection of the agree- 
ment was due to the fact that they did not 
understand fully what was meant by it. 
So we got the leaders together this after- 
noon. Besides the Central's committee— 
the same which called on Contractor Mc- 
Donald during the negotiations on the sub- 
ject—there were present Tito Pucelli, Presi- 
dent of the excavators; Constantino Lau- 
dadido, President of the rockmen, and the 
various leaders of each union's branches. 

“After we had urged them to return to 
work, pending arbitration, and had ex- 
plained that their demands would be con- 
sidered by the arbitrators right away, they 
consented to order the men back. This 
they are doing through branch meetings 
held to-night or to be held early to-morrow 
morning. By noon to-morrow all the ex- 
cavators and rockmen will he in their 
places on the subway.” 

Mr. Robinson added that it would not 
take long for the arbitrators to bring up 
the matter for consideration. The arbi- 
trators are the same who have adjusted 
several\previous troubles in accordance 
with an agreement between the Central 
Federated Union and the subway contract- 
ors. The difficulty in this case has been 
that the excavators and rockmen, although 
admitted by the central body, would not 
ecnsent to abide by its decision until the 
leaders got together and heard full expla- 
nations yesterday. 

The excavators demand $2 a day instead 
of $1.50 and $1.75, while the rockmen want 
an increase from $2 to $2.25. 

Before the conference resulted in a tem- 
porary cessation of hostilities, neither the 
contractors nor the men in general seemed 
to expect a peaceful settlement, and until 
late in the afternoon it was said on all 
sides that Contractor McDonald's ultima- 
tum would be unheeded when this morning 
arrived. He had set this as the day when 
he would begin to employ non-union la- 
borers in place of the strikers. 

‘‘As I told them yesterday,’’ said Mr. Mc- 
Donald in the forenoon, ‘‘I shall not wait 
any longer, and it will take us a very little 
while to get al! their places filled.”’ 

Both Willlam Bradley, contractor for the 
subway section between Sixtieth and One 
Hundred and Third Streets, and the Deg- 
non-McLean Contracting Company, who do 
the Elm Street section, put men to work 
yesterday, not binding themselves by Mr. 
McDonald's plan to wait until to-day. 

At William Bradley’s office, Eighty-sixth 
Street and Broadway, it was stated in the 
afternoon that nearly 400 non-union men 
were at work already. From early in the 
morning many policemen had been sta- 
tioned at intervals along the Upper Broad- 
way section by order of the Captains of 
the West Sixty-eighth and West One Hun- 
dredth Street Stations. Strike pickets pa- 
trolled the line, and at corners strikers 
assembled perlodically, only to be dis- 
persed by the officers. The only trouble 
reported occurred soon after daybreak at 
One Hundred and First Street, where a 
considerable crowd of the strikers man- 
aged to get together, and later to grow 
excited. Reserves called from the West 


| One Hundredth Street Station made a rush, 


seattered the gang, and returned to the 
station, having made no arrest. The only 
injury sustained, it was said, was a bleed- 
ing nose for one of the Italians. 


Iron Works Foreman Badly Beaten by 
Gang of Strikers While on His 
Way to Work. 


3elieving that the situation required im- 
mediate and energetic measures, as im- 
portant borough work was being interfered 
with, Borough President Swanstrom of 
Brooklyn took action yesterday with a view 
to bringing about a settlement of the 
trouble between the local contractors and 
the Italian laborers’ union. Mr. Swan- 
strom wrote to Edson Lawrence, the head 
of the Excavators’ Union, inviting him to 
call at the Borough Hall to-day to discuss 
the strike situation. John McNamee, a 
leading contractor of the borough, has also 
been invited to be present at the confer- 


ence. Ij is thought likely that the trouble 
will be left to Mr. Swanstrom as umpire 
for settlement. 

‘The trouble has gone far enough," said 
the Borough President yesterday, *‘and I 
believe it my duty to try to end it. The 
dispute as to hours of labor and wages 
should be ended by a compromise. Each 
side should be willing to give way a little 
in the interest of the public.” 

Peter Boelcher of Mineola, L. I., foreman 
of the fron works of Meyer & Anselm, on 
Vesta Avenue, near Liberty, Brooklyn, was 
assaulted by striking iron workerg yester- 
day morning while on his way to work. 
He was set upon by a gang of men at the 
Leng Island Railroad station in East New 
York and badly beaten, his scalp being laid 
open with a club. The strikers fled and

“LEGAL NOTES. _ 


PuRCHASER Must EXAMINE Goops.—On 
the trial of an action brought by Alexander 
Lifshitz against Lewis E. McConnell and 
another, involving a breach of warranty, 
the purchaser of the goods was allowed 
$150 for expenses incurred in their exam- 
ination. This, the Second Appellate Divi- 
sion has decided, was an error. ‘“ The 
law,’’ said Justice Hirschberg, for the court, 
“imposes upon the purchaser the duty of 
examining his purchases upon delivery, and 
I know of no law which permits him to 
charge to the vendor the time, trouble, and 


expense involved in the discharge of that 
duty.”

ABSENCE OF PLAINTIFF'S PHYSICIAN TO BE 
CONSIDERED BY THD Jury.—-Anna E. Minch 
gave testimony on the trial of an on for 
personal injuries which she brought against 
the New York and Queens County Rail- 
way Company that she was hurt by the 
sudden starting of one of the defendant's 


cars while she was about to alight, She 


had, she said, been attended by a Dr. Good- 
rich, who was still treating her. Dr. Good- 
rich was not present at the trial and his 
absence was not accounted for. The plaint- 
iff admitted on cross-examination that Dr, 
Goodrich testified on a former occasion 


that he found nothing to indicate that she 


had been Injured except what she told him. 


William E. Stewart, the counsel for the 
railway company, asked that the jury be 
told that it might consider the doctor’s 
absence ‘‘at this time owing to lack of 
proof that he was subpoenaed to be here 
this morning.”” The Second Appellate Divi- 


sion has reversed a judgment for the plaint- 
iff because the trial court refused to charge 


this request. “ The Justice was not asked,” 
said Justice Woodward, for the appellate 
tribunal, ‘*‘to tnstruct the jury that the 
doctor's absence created a presumption that 
if present he would not corroborate the 
plaintiff's testimony as to her injuries; the 
request was merely that the jury might be 
directed to consider the plaintiff's failure 
to produce this witness as a fact meneng 
on the plaintiff's right to a judgment, an 
on the amount of that judgment. * * * 
In view of the plaintiff's admission con- 
cerning previous statements of Dr. Good- 
rich as to her injuries, the failure to call 
him as a witness might be regarded by the 
jury as sufficient not only to permit, but 
to compel, an inference unfavorable to the 
plaintiff, if they had been allowed to con- 
sider the fact."

Grounp For Rescission.—The Harvard 
Law Review for May contains an editorial 
note on a recent case in Connecticut, (Brett 
vs. Cooney, Atlantic Reporter, 729,) 
which raises the interesting question 
whether a suit for rescission on the ground 
of fraud may not be maintained, although 
there is no damage to the plaintiff, when 
there is damage to a third party. The 
plaintiff had made an oral agreement with 
his neighbor not to sell his Summer resi- 
dence to any one who would use it for an 
improper purpose. To carry out this moral 
obligation he refused to sel] to the defend- 
ant. Thereupon the latter employed an 
agent, who, by fraudulently representing 
that his purchase was for an unobjection- 


able third person, obtained a deed and con- 
veyed over to the defendant. The plaintiff 
received his own price for the_ property, 
but, in spite of the absence of damage to 
the plaintiff, the court ‘set aside the deed. 
“Where there has been no damage to any- 
one,” says The Review, ‘it is admitted 
that no action of any kind can Hie. A 
plaintiff canaot sue for damages, for he 
has suffered none. He cannot sue to re- 
scind and set aside the deed, for equity will 
not move in an idle suit; substantial inter- 
ests must be involved. But where there is 
damage to some one, the reason of the rule 
in this latter case is satisfied. Given a 
piaintiff defrauded, an equity affecting the 
ecnscience of the defendant, and a serious 
injustice to be corrected, it seéms a decreé 
should iseue. The fact that the person pro- 
tected is a third party should make no dif- 
ference, The third party must of course be 
without a remedy of his own. But if he is 
helpless, every dictate of conscience would 
urge a court of equity to assist the de- 
frauded plaintiff in his efforts to relieve 
him. The only possible objection to so 
equitable a result would be some contrary 
claim in the defendant, but he certainly 
neither has an absolute right to retain the 
results of his fraud, nor desérves any ten- 
derness at the hands of the court. 


GIANT LINER’S CLOSE CALL. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Nar- 
rowly Missed Running Down Cattle- 
ship Planet Venus in a Fog. 


By a margin so close that it was esti- 
mated at from twenty-five to forty feet, 
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| the giant Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse of 
| the North German Lloyd Line just missed 


crashing into the British cattle steamship 
Planet Venus of Liverpool, in a fog off 
Newfoundland on Sunday morning. Most 
of the liner’s passengers could not speak 
of it yesterday without a shudder. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse ran into 
a fog bank shortly before 11 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. Half speed was ordered. The 
fog whistles, which are operated by elec- 
tricity. were put in commission, and they 
emitted short, sharp blasts eight out of 
every sixty seconds. The vessel had been 
plowing through the fog for half an hour 
when a whistle was heard to starboard. 


Again it was heard, and Capt, Cuppers 
rang to stop the ship. 

The decks were filled with passengers. 
They were becoming intensely interested, 


though not yet alarmed. Suddenly the Planet 
Venus appeared to port, crossing close to 
the bow. Her name could be easily read. 
She was moving along at fair speed, blow- 
ing her whistles in concert with those on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. 

When she had disappeared the passen- 
gers realized how imminent had been their 
danger. They crowded about each other, 
offering congratulations, most of them feel- 
ing sure that both boats would have gone 
down in the event of collision. 

In speaking of ‘the occurrence, Capt. 
‘Yuppers ‘and First Officer Gerdes said they 
could not understand the action of the 
Captain of the English vessel in crossing 
their bow instead of continuing on her 
course. They bélieved the ee of the 
helm to port on the Britisher under the 
conditions was a violation of the rules of 
the sea. 

A passenger theorized that the fog sig- 
nals had been mistaken on board the Eng- 
lish bout for crossing signals, and its crew 
believed the western-bound boat desired to 
pass to port. 

The trip was marked by pleasant weather 
save the fog of Sunday and rough seas 
the Friday preceding.
